BY-LAWS 


American Crotting Association. 


Adopted by the Congress of the American Trotting Asso- 
ctatson, held at Chicago, Lll., December 6, 1904. 


CHAPTER I. 


CAPITAL STOCK AND OFFICERS. 


SrcTion 1. The capital stock of this Association 
shall be $10,000, to be divided into four hundred shares 
of twenty-five dollars each, payable when each sub- 
scription therefor is made, but no member shall own or 
control more than one share of stock. Shares shall 
be transferable only upon the books of the Association. 

Src. 2. All applications for membership or transfers 
of stock must be approved by the Board of Directors: 
Provided, that when the Board is not in session the 
Secretary may approve the same, subject to the right 
of the Board to finally approve or reject. 

Src. 3. Its affairs shail be managed by a Board of 
seven Directors, who shall be elected at the Biennial 
Congress of 1904, as follows: 

Three Directors for a period of two years, and four 
Directors for a period of four years, and alternately 
biennially thereafter; and they shall hold their office 
until the close of the meeting of the Board of Appeals, 
following the Congress, at which such election is held. 
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Src. 4, The Board shall organize by the election 
of a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer The last two offices may be held by one and 
the same person, who need not be a member of the 
- Board. 


CHAPTER II. 
MEETINGS, ELECTIONS, ETC. 


Src.5. The next regular meeting or congress of 
this Association shall be held in the City of Chicago 
_ on the first Tuesday in December, 1906, and biennially 
thereafter on the same day at such place as the Board 
of Directors may select. All elections shall be by 
ballot, if any member demand it. 

Src. 6. Each member shall be entitled to one vote 
at all meetings or elections of the Association, to be 
cast by a delegate, duly authorized in writing, but no 
person shall cast more than one-third of the votes on 
any question. 

Sec, 7. Two weeks’ notice by publication in at least 
two turf journals of the United States shall be given 
by the Secretary of all meetings of the Association, 
and also a printed notice thereof mailed by him to 
each officer, director and member at least ten days 
prior to a meeting. | 

Src. 8. A representation of at least one-half of the 
members shall be necessary to a quorum at special 
meetings. 

Src.9. These By-Laws may be changed or repealed 

only at a regular congress by a two-thirds vote of the 
~ members represented thereat. 

Sec. 10. All officers or directors shall be subject to 
removal, in the discretion of the power electing them. 
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CHAPTER III. 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


Src. 11. The Board of Directors may act separately 
or collectively, and a majority concurring on any ques 
tion acting in either way, shall be deemed the action of 
the Board. The Board may at any time fill vacancies in 
the general offices or in their own number, anda major- 
ity of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of all business. Ifa quorum fail to attend, the 
members present or the Secretary may adjourn the 
meeting from time to time until a quorum be had. 

Sxc. 12. The Board of Directors may call a special 
congress whenever in the.r judgment the interests of t! e 
Association demand it. Thy shall also have power to 
adopt such regulations in relation to the conduct of offi. 
cers and the business of the Association with its mem- 
bers as may be necessary to a proper and expeditious 
transaction of such business, and not in conflict with 
these By-Laws. ‘I'he same may be enforced as other 
rules. The Board of Directors shall hold a regular 
meeting on the first Tuesday in May and December 
each year, at the same place as the Board of Appeals. 


CHAPTER IV. 
OFFICERS’ POWERS AND DUTIES. 


Suc. 13. In case of a failure to elect officers or 
directors at the proper time, those in office shall hold 
until their successors are elected, subject to the power 
of the Board to elect, as in case of a vacancy. 

Spo, 14. The officers and directors of this Associa- 
tion shall be entitled to the privileges of honorary 
membership on the grounds of members. 

Sec. 15. The duties of the officers of this Associa- 
tion shall be such as usually devolve on like officers in 
bodies corporate, with such restrictions and additions 
as are provided in these By-Laws.

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THE PRESIDENT. 


Sxc. 16. The President may appoint a competent and 
trustworthy man or men to be present at meetings of 
members, to observe whether the By-Laws, Rules and 
Regulations are complied with. The President may call 
special meetings of the Board of Directors or Appeals, and 
upon the written application of any four members of the 
Board, the Secretary shall call a meeting of such Board. 
The President shall also have authority to inspect the rec- 
ords of members, and the officers and directors of this 

_ Association shall have such authority ez officio. 

Src. 17. Whenever. the President has good reasons to 
believe from a verified petition presented to him, that any 
penalty, is unjust or illegal, he may temporarily remove or 
modify the same until action thereon by the Board of Ap- 
peals. In the event that it is clearly made to appear that 
a decision of the Board of Appeals was rendered without 
sufficient notice to the party against whom the decision is 
made, or upon a misapprehension of the facts, and will 
work manifest injustice and great injury if permitted to 
stand until the next meeting of the Board, the President 
may suspend the decision and grant a re-hearing of the 
ease. ; 

Src. 18. He may also suspend a member and its officers 

‘ for a failure to pay premiums as provided in these By-Laws, 
until the same are paid or deposited with the Secretary of 
this Association. 


THE VICE-PRESIDENT. 


Sc. 19. In the absence of the President from his place 
of residence, or inability to act, the Vice-President may 
.perform his duties and have the same powers. 


THE SECRETARY AND THE TREASURER. 


Src. 20. The Secretary and Treasurer shall give a 
bond in the sum of at least $5,000 for the faithful per- 
formance of their respective duties, to be approved by 
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the Board of Directors and deposited with the President. 

Src. 21. The Secretary shall receive all moneys remit- 
ted to the Association, and keep accurate accounts show- 
ing the date and from whom, for what account received, 
and how and when disposed of; also showing the receipts 
and balances in the hands of the Treasurer, both of the 
trust fund and funds belonging to the Association. | 

Src. 22. The trust fund shall include all moneys be- 
longing to parties other than this Association, for what- 
ever account received, and whether for immediate dis- 
bursement or held subject to adjudication. 

Sxc. 23. All moneys shall on receipt be at once paid 
. over to the Treasurer. Moneys due and payable to others 
shall be at once drawn out by the Sécretary upon his own 
warrant, and remitted to the party entitled thereto; and 
as soon as moneys held subject to adjudication become 
properly payable, they shall be drawn and remitted in like 
manner. 

Sec. 24. The Secretary may on his own order draw 
from the treasury from time to time such funds as may be 
necessary to meet the current expenses of the Association, 
rendering itemized accounts therefor monthly, and all 
such accounts shall be subject to the approval of the 
Finance Committee. 

Sxc. 25. On the first day of January, each year, the 
Secretary shall make out and have printed and send to 
each member, officer and director of the Association, a 
full itemized statement of all moneys received during the 
past year, including the balances, if any, for all preceding 
years, and also of all moneys paid into the treasury or 
disbursed by him, as well as the ba'ance of each fund as 
shown by his books to be in the hands of the Treasurer. 

Src. 26. He shall, as far as practicable, take and pre- 
serve receipts for all payments made by him to any. 
one, and shall also keep all other records and accounts 
necessary#to the transaction of the business of the 
Association, and report generally to each congress the 
financial condition of the Association, and make such 
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other reports and publications as the nature ot the 
business or the Board of Directors may require. 

Src. 27. The Treasurer shall receive and safely keep 
all moneys coming into his hands, keeping separate 
accounts of the trust fund and the funds of the Asso- 
ciation, so that the balances can be readily ascertained; 
and shall, on the first day of January each year, publish 
such balances in connection with the Secretary’s ac- 
count. 

Sxc. 28. He shall pay out no money except upon 
the written order of the Secretary, for the purposes 
hercin prévided, or upon that of the President or 
Finance Committee, for legitimate purposes, and war- 
rants for the payment of money must in all cases be 
countersigned by the Secretary. 


THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
Src. 29. The Finance Committee shall consist vf 
the President, the Vice-President, and such other per- 
son as the Board of Directors may appoint. 


CHAPTER V. 
DUTIES OF MEMBERS. 


Src. 30. It shall be the duty of the members 10 
rigidly enforce the By-Laws, Rules and Regulations of 
this Association, upon and in connection with their 
respective courses. : 

Src. 81. Each member shall, immediately after the 
close of a meeting, pay all premiums won, unless the 

‘game are properly withheld under the By-Laws or 
Rules of this Association. 

Src. 32. Each member shall keep a complete and 
true record of all trotting or pacing contests on its 
course, as indicated in the Judges’ book furnished by 
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the Secretary of this Association, and upon such book, 
in connection with each race, record the drawn, dis- 
tanced or ruled-out horses, also all action takin by the 
Judges in relation to said race, including all fines and 
penalties imposed, protests made, sustained or over- 
ruled, and all moneys paid or deposited on account 
_ thereof, as well as every other matter necessary toa 
complete understanding of all the proceedings in con- 
nection with such race. 

Src. 838. The Judges’ book must be signed under 
each race by the Judges, timers and clerk, and for 
warded to the Secretary of this Association by regis- 
tered mail or prepaid express, within ten days after the. 
close of the meeting. Tle member shall also within 
the same time remit to the Secietary of this Association 
all moneys which, under the By-Laws or Rules, are 
required to be sent to this Association, together with a 
statement of account for which the same is remitted. 
A failure to forward the Judges’ book, or to remit 
moneys as herein provided, shall subject the member 
to fine or suspension. 

Sec. 34. Each member shall also within two weeks 
after the close of the meeting furnish the Secretary of 
this Association the names and description of all per- 
sons and horses fined, suspended or expelled, giving 
the cause and amount of fine, the cause and term of 
Suspension, and the cause of expulsion. 

Src. 35. Each member shall appoint a competent 
person as clerk of the course, who shall keep the official 
record, and, at the request of the Judges, assist them in 
_ the performance of their duties. | 

Sec. 86. Members shall not adopt or be Sordiied by 

any By-Laws in conflict with those of this Association, 
or its Rules aud Regulations. 
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Sec. 87. Each member shall employ a competent 
civil engineer to take the exact distance of its track, 
measured three feet from the pole, and his certificate 
thereof, under oath, endorsed by an officer of the mem- 
ber, must be furnished to the Secretary of this Asso- 
-Ciation. : 

Src. 38. All fines belong to this Association, and ne 
fine shall be removed or modified, except by the proper 
Board, or order of the President temporarily. 

Src. 89. All moneys paid to or deposited with a 
member, and not belonging to it absolutely, and also 
all premiums won, the right to which is in question, 
shall be remitted to the Secretary of this Association 
within ten days after the close of the meeting, or after 
such payment or deposit. : | 


CHAPTER VI. 
ANNUAL DUES. 


Sic. 40; The members shall pay annual dues, to be 
fixcd by the Board of Directors, proportioned to the 
sums offered for trotting and pacing, and the same 
shall be due and payable on or before the closing of 
entries. The annual dues until changed by the Board 
of Directors, shall be as follows : 


First Class—For the first $1,000 or under..... $ 10 00 


Second Class—Over $1,000 to $2,000.......... 15 00 
Third Class—Over $2,000 to $8,000........... 25 00 
Fourth Class—Over $3,000 to $4,000 ......... ~ 35 00 
Fifth Class—Over $4,000 to $6,000........... 50 00 
Sixth Class—Over $6,000 to $10,000... ....-. 75 00 
Seventh Class—Over $10,000..........-----5: 100 00 


Spo. 41 If during any year a member shall hold 
no meeting, its dues for that year shall be ten dollars. 
Suc. 42. A member who has become a stockholder 
in the Association, by the payment of $25 for a share 
of stock, shall for the first year of membership. be 
entitled to a rebate of dues ‘o an amount not exceeding 
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$25, but this shall not entitle a member whose annual 
dues are less than $25 to any rebate after the first year. 


Src. 48. In case a member fails to pay the annual 
dues on or before December 31st of the current year, 
all its rights as a stockholder or member shall be for- 
feited thereby, and its stock shall be canceled on the 
books by the Secretary, and the same may be re-issued 
to new members. 


Src. 44. Any person, firm or Association, not desir- 
ing to become a stockholding member in this Associa- — 
tion, may become a transient member— with the 
approval of the Directors— upon paying the annual 
dues of the class to which it belongs, but such member- 
ship shall not entitle it to any pecuniary interest in the 
property of the Association; but in all other respects it — 
shall be entitled to the privileges and protection of a 
member for the calendar year. 


CHAPTER VIL. 
THE BOARD OF APPEALS. 


Sec. 45. The Board of Directors (of which the 
President and Vice-President are members) shall be 
the Board of Appeals and a majority of the Board 
‘shall constitute a quorum. 

. Sec. 46. It shall meet on the first Tuesday in May 
and December of each year at such place as the conve- 
nience of its business may require, to be determined by 
the President.. The President shall be Chairman of the 
Board, and the Secretary of this Association shall at- 
_ tend and keep a record of its proceedings. 

See, 47, It shall have jurisdiction of all appeals as 
well as original jurisdiction to prevent and punish all 
frauds, abuses and violations of the By-Laws, Rules and

Regulations of this Association in any manner relating 
to the course, by fine, suspension or expulsion of the 
offender whenever the same shall come to its notice; 
but no fine shall exceed $1,000 except as otherwise pro- 
vided. It may also, upon proper application, relieve 
horses from erroneous records and correct the same, 
and generally have power to do justice and prevent 
injustice in all cases not specially provided for. 

Sxc. 48. Each member of the Board shall be entitled 
to one vote, to be cast’only in person; but no member 
shall vote on any question in which he or the member 
with which he is connected is directly interested. In 
case of a tie, the decision appealed from shall stand 
affirmed, or the charge, if an original one, not sustained. 

Src. 49. The Board of Appeals may in all cases 
receive new evidence in its discretion, in furtherance of 
justice. Its decision shall be final, but it may for good 
cause shown grant a rehearing. 


CHAPTER VIII. 
OF APPEALS, 


Src. 50. Appeals from the decision of Judges (in 
cases where appeals are allowable) and from the 
decisions of members or officers of members, lie to 
the Board of Appeal. 

Src. 51. All appeals must be taken within ten days 
from the date of the decision appealed from, or if froma 
decision made at a meeting of a member, must be taken 
before the close of a meeting. An appeal is taken by 
giving to the Clerk, Secretary or managing officerofthe 
member where the decision is made, a notice in writing, 
signed by the appellant or on his behalf, stating the 
name and residence of the appellant, and in general

terms the nature and date of the decision appealed 
from, and the place where and by whom rendered, 
and also mailing a like notice to the Secretary of this 
Association. 

Src. 52, All petitions, applications and appeals to 
the Board of Appeals, must be filed with the Secretary 
of this Association, and the petitioner, applicant or 
appellant shall at the same time pay to the Secretary 
of this Association the sum of $5 for account of expense 
incurred by this Associa‘ion in the way of postage, etc, 
All written evidence must be filed with the Secretary 
at least fifteen days prior to the meeting of the Board — 
to which the case goes, unless the Board see proper to 
otherwise order. 

Src. 58, Any officer, agent or employé of a mem- 
ber receiving notice of appeal from a decision 
made upon or in connection with its ground, shall 
within ten days thereafter transmit to the Secretary 
of this Association, by some safe method, all the 
papers relating to the case, together with the money 
involved, a statement of the decision and such other 
facts as may be necessary to a proper understand- 
ing thereof. A failure to do so shall subject such 
person and the member whose officer, agent or em- 
ployé he was at the time of receiving such notice, toa 
fine not exceeding $100, or if money is involved, not 
exceeding the sum involved, to be entered up by the 
Secretary of this Association upon such fact coming 
to his knowledge. 
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DECISIONS, FINES AND PENALTIES, 

Suc. 54, All decisions made, fines, penalties, costs 
suspensions or expulsions imposed in pursuance of 
these By-Laws, or any rule er regulation of this Asso- 
ciation, shall be final and binding on all concerned, un- 
less appealed from in the manner and within the time 
provided by these By-Laws; and so soon as the same 
becomes final by a failure to so appeal, all moneys, 
rights and privileges dependent thereon or affected 
thereby, shall be disposed of in accordance therewith, 
the same as if no right of appeal existed. 

All fines or penalties assessed or imposed 
under authority of these By-Laws, or any rule or regu- 
lation of this Association, shall at once be entered up 
by the Secretary, charged against the delinquent and 
enforced in the manner provided in these By-Laws. 

Src. 56. Any decision made, fine, costs or penalty 
imposed in accordance with any By-Law, Rule, or 
Regulation of this Association, may be enforced against 
or collected from the delinquent by suit at law or in 
equity, by or in the name of the person or Association 
by or in whose favor the same is made or accrued, or 
by the President or Board of Directors of this Associa- 
tion, in its name, or by suspension or expulsion of the 
delinquent. And the adoption of either remedy shall 
not be a waiver of the other, but they may be pursued 
concurrently or separately. 

Src. 57. In any case of violation of the By-Laws 
or the Rules and Regulations of this Association, where 
no penalty is otherwise provided, the person, judge, 
member, officer, or Board, having authority to inflict 
punishment therefor, may do so by fine not exceeding 
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$106, or by suspension, expulsion or remova! from ottice 
of the offender. | 

Sxo. 58. In case of the withdrawal or expiration of 
membership, or the suspension or expulsion of a mem- 
ber, without renewal or restoration for the period of 
three consecutive years, the suspensions ordered by 
such member for unpaid entrance money may be 
ordered cancelled on the books of this Association by 
the Board of Directors. 

Src. 59. The suspension or expulsion of a member 

shall include the course owned or controlled by it at 
the time and on which the offense wascommitted. All 
suspensions or expulsions of a course as above pro- 
vided, shall continue in force against such a course, 
notwithstanding the same may be sold or leased to 
others; but the Board of Directors may in its discretion 
and for sufficient cause shown, remove the same by a 
two-thirds vote. 
_ Sec. 60. In case a fine or penalty in excess of the 
sum authorized under these By-Laws or the Rules and 
_ Regulations, be at any time imposed, the same shall 
nevertheless be valid to the extent authorized. 
- Sxc. 61. All persons and horses that have here- 
tofore been, or that may hereafter be, ruled off 
for fraud by the, Jockey Club, the Western Jockey 
Club or other established racing Association, or ex- 
pelled for fraud by the National Trotting Association 
or by any established Trotting Association of any 
foreign country outside of North America, shall here- 
after likewise stand disqualified from competing on 
the courses of members of this Association; Pro- 
vided, That the Board of Appeals may, at any time, 
for good cause shown, remove or modify the same, 
and pending such action the President may do so 
temporarily. 7 
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CHAPTER X. 
OF PROTESTS. 


Sxc. 62. No protest can be made against a decision 
.of the Judges or of a member; but appeals can be 
taken as provided in these By-Laws and in the Rules 
and Regulations; and in addition to the rules govern- 
ing protests, as provided in the Rules of the Course, 
the following provisions shall govern all cases of 
protest: 


Src. 68. In all cases of protest by any person other 
than the Secretary of this Association, the protestant 
must, within three weeks after the filing of his written 
protest, also file with the Secretary of *such member 
some competent proof in support thereof, which may 
be by affidavit containing statements of fact and show- 
ing personal knowledge thereof by the affiant. 

Src. 64, If no competent proof is so filed within 
said time, the protest shall be deemed abandoned, and 
the money or subject of controversy shall be disposed 
of as if no protest had been made, unless the member 
shall be satisfied that the protest was well founded, in 
which case it may at any time within three weeks after 
the filing of the protest declare the same continued for 
hearing, and proceed accordingiy to require the 
respondent to file proofs in his defense. 

Szc 65. The requirements of proof in support of a 
protest shall not apply to one made by the Secretary of 
this Association, but such protest must in all cases be 
sustained and enforced by the member, unless in case 
of evident mistake of identity or the like, showing 
that the protest was not intended to be made in the 
case in question. 
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Sec. 66 Incase proof in support of the protest is 
made as before provided, or the member on its own 
motion continues the protest for hearing, the member 
shall at once notify the respondent, and if so requested 
shall furnish him with a copy of such proof, or of the 
reason which has induced the member to continue the 
protest for hearing, and said respondent may within 
three weeks after the date of such notice file with such 
member similar proofs in his defense, or failing so to 
do, the member shall decide the question as the facts 
may warrant. 

Sxc. 67. In case such defensive proofs are filed, as 
before provided, the protestant, if he so desires, shall 
be furnished with copies thereof, and must within ten 
days thereafter file his rebutting proofs. 

Sec. 68. At the expiration of the time for filing 
proofs, the matter must be at once decided by the mem- 
her, unless for good cause further time be given for 
additional proofs; but all cases must be disposed of 
within two months, 

Src. 69. Upon a decision by the member, it shall at 
once inform the parties thereof personally, by regis- 
tered letter or other equally certain method, and either. 
party may appeal from the decision within ten days - 
after the same is rendered, by pursuing the course pro- 
vided in relation to appeals. 

Szc. 70. In cases where the protest, if sustained, 
would operate to stay or change the payment or distri- 
bution of money, the money in question must not be 
paid over to either party or retained by the member, 
but must within ten days after the close of the meeting 
be remitted to the Secretary of this Association, with 
a statement of the case, names and addresses of the par- 
ties interested. A failure to comply with this section 
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will subject the delinquent to a fine of twenty-five per 
cent of the amount in question, which fine shall be 
imposed and entered up by the Secretary of this Associ- 
ation, as soon as such fact comes to his notice, and the 
same, with the amount of money withheld, charged up 
against the delinquent and enforced in the manner pro- 
vided in these By-Laws for the enforcement of fines 
and penalties. 

Suc. 71. In case the member on whose grounds the 
protest is made does not desire to decide the matter, it 
must at once remit all the papers in relation thereto, 
with a statement of facts, to the Secretary of this Asso- 
ciation, who shall proceed as before indicated, to give 
notice and receive proofs and send it for decision tothe 
proper Board. 

Src. 72. When a member upon whose grounds the 
protest is made is directly or pecuniarily interested in 
the subject of controversy, it shall, within ten days 
after such protest is filed, transmit to the Secretary of 
this Association the protest and all papers pertaining 
thereto, and all subsequent papers therein shall be filed 
with him instead of with such member. 

A failure on the part of such member to so transmit 
the papers, shall be deemed a waiver by said member 
of all claims in relation to the subject of controversy, 
and the money or right involved shall be disposed of as 
if no such controversy existed. 

Suc. 78, In case of a protest or claim made by the 
Secretary of this Association,the member receiving the 
same chall not permit the protested person or horse to 
perform upon its grounds, unless there shall first be 
deposited with such member the sum of money required 
~ to meet the claim, or the production of a written receipt 
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from some other member showing payment thereof, 
which sum must be transmitted as provided by these 
By-Laws. 

Src 74. In case the person or owner, or person con- 
trolling tne horse so protested, denies the correctness of 
the protest or claim, he must nevertheless make such 
deposit or produce such receipt; and in case of deposit 
shall also, before the close of the meeting, file with the 
member his affidavit denying or explaining the same, 
and showing why such protest or claim should not be 
euforced; and such fact must be noted on the Judges’ 
book, and the affidavit returned therewith to the Secre- 
tary of this Association. ‘ 

Src. 75. If no such affidavit is filed, the protest or 
claim shall be deemed admitted and correct, and the 
deposit disposed of accordingly. If such affidavit 
be filed, the Secretary of this Association shall, upon 
receipt thereof, proc: ed to notify the partics inter- 
ested and prepare the case for reference to the Board 
of Appeals, 


CHAPTER XI, 
ADMINISTRATION OF OATHS. 


Src. 76. The Secretary of this Association, or any 
person acting in his stead, shall have authority to 
administer oaths in all cases pending before the Board 
of Appeals, as well as in all matters concerning busi- . 
ness of the Association, and any person guilty of false 
swearing in any such case, or in any case where the 
affidavit is required by the Rules, shall be liable te 
fine. suspension or expulsion ky the Board of Appeals. 
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CHAPTER XII. 
COMMITTEE ON RULES. 


Src. 77. At least thirty days prior to the meeting 
of the Congress, it shall be the duty of the President 
to appoint a committee of three upon revision of By- 
Laws and Rules, which committee shall report to the 
Congress at such time as the latter may direct. 

Sxco. 78, All proposed amendments of the Commit- 
tee on Revision of By-Laws and Rules, shall be sub- 
mitted by the Secretary of the American Trotting 
Association to the members at least thirty days previ- 
ous to the meeting of each Congress; provided, that 
nothing herein shall be construed to prevent the Con- 
gress in regular session assembled, amending any of 
these By-Laws and Rules, if deemed necessary.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


AMERIGAN TROTTING ASSOGIATION 


[To Govern All Engagements and Performances over the 
Courses of Members. ] 


Enacted by the American Trotting Association at the 
Congress held in Chicago, Ill., December 4, 1906. 


MANDATE. 


RuLE 1. All trotting and pacing over courses repre- 
sented by membership in ‘‘The American Trotting, Associa- 
tion” shall be governed by the following rules and by the 
By-Laws. 

ENTRIES. 


RULE 2. All entries must be made in writins, signed 
by the owner or his authorized agent; and, within the 
time appointed for closing, they must be addressed and 
forwarded according to the published conditions, or depos- 
ited with the Secretary or other person authorized to 
receivé them. ‘“‘The entry shall give the name and address 
of the owner, and if signed by an agent, the name and 
address of said agent, also the name and color of the 
horse, whether a stallion, gelding or mare, the name of 
the sire and the name of the dam, if known; if unknown, 
‘t shall be so stated in the entry. If any of these require- 
ments are not complied with, the offending party shall he 
fined not less than $5 or more than $50 for each offense, 
and if the facts are falsely stated for the purpose of 
deception, the guilty party shall be fined, suspended or 


: .. expelled.” 


RULE 3. All entries not actually received by the mem- 
ber, as aforesaid, at the hour of closing, shall be inel- 
33 
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igible, except entries by letter bearing postmark not later 
than the day of closing, or entries notified by telegraph, 
the telegram to be actually received at the office of send- 
ing at or before the hour of closing, such telegram to 
state the color, sex and name of the horse, and the class 
to be entered, also to give the name and residence of the 
party making the entry. 

RULE 4. The hour for closing the entries for all purses 
or premiums offered by any of the associated courses 
shall be 11 o’clock p. m., except for stakes and purses 
for horses to be named at the post, the entries to which 
shall close one hour before the time fixed for the race. 

RULE 5. Nominations for stakes shall not be privileged 
to compete unless the payments have been made as re- 
quired by the conditions. And nominations for premiums 
may be rejected when not accompanied by the entrance 
money. 

RULE 6. A nominator is liable for entrance on each 
horse entered in a purse race or stake. All entries must 
be paid for, but the terms can be fixed by the member 
and must be published in the conditions. 

RULE 7. It shall be the duty of the Secretary, or other 
person authorized, to publish the list of entries, and to 
mail each nominator and to the Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Trotting Association a copy of the same. In case 
any race has not filled, the’ Secretary shall, within sev- 
enty-two hours after closing of entries, notify each nom- 
inator, either by telegraph or mail, that said class has 
not filled. 

RULE 8. E'very entry shall constitute an agreement 
that the person making it, the owner, driver, rider, and 
horse shall be subject to these Rules, Regulations and 
By-Laws, and will submit all disputes and questions aris- 
ing out of such entry to the authority and judgment of 
this Association, whose decisions shall be final. 

RULE 9. Associations in membership with The Amer- 
ican Trotting Association must state that fact in their 
published conditions. 


ENTRANCE FEE. 


RULE 10. The entrance fee shall be 10 per cent. of the - 
purse, unless otherwise specified; and any person failing 
to pay his entrance dues, or in stake races his declara- 
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tion, forfeit, or entrance, may, together with his horse or 
horses, be suspended until they are paid in full, which 
Shall be with an addition of 10 per cent penalty, and 
interest on the whole at 6 per cent per annum until 
paid, the penalty percentage and interest thereon to go 
to The American Trotting Association. 

RULE 11. No suspension for nen-payment of entrance 
fee as aforesaid shall be lawful unless ordered within 
two weeks of the close of the meeting; and no suspen- 
sion shall be imposed for non-payment of such fee con- 
tracted in a class wherein the horse was permitted to 
start, except when credit is extended; and in any case 
when the member has applied for membership subse- 
quent to the closing of its entries, such suspension shall 
be unlawful unless notice of intended membership has 
been given prior to the closing of the entries. 

RULE 12. An entry signed by the nominator, or his 
agent, and delivered by mail or otherwise to the per- 
son authorized to receive it, shall be deemed to be made 
under the published conditions of the race, and bound 
absolutely for the entrance fee, regardless of any pro- 
posed conditions in, attached to, or connected with the 
entry, not in conformity with such published conditions; 
and any member who shall make a collusive arrange- 
ment to allow a nominator privileges differing from 
those allowed by the terms of the race to other entries 
in the same class, shall upon satisfactory evidence. 
thereof produced to the Board of Appeals, be held to 
forfeit to this Association the amount of the purse in 
which such collusive arrangement was made, one-half 
of such forfeit to go to the informant upon the recovery 
of the same, and the member, upon a second conviction 
of like character, shall be expelled. 


HOW MANY TO ENTER AND START. 


RULE 13. In all purses five or more entries are re- 
quired, and three to start, unless otherwise specified. 
An Association deviating from the above must specify 
how many entries and starters are required, and both 
conditions must be fulfilled or the race is off. 

HORSES TO BE ELIGIBLE WHEN ENTRIES CLOSE. 

RULE 14. A horse shall not be eligible to start in a 
race that has acquired a record or bar one second or 
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more faster than the class advertised prior any the clos- 
ing of the entries for the race, unless otherwise specified 
in the published conditions. Fractions of a second shall 
be considered in determining eligibility; that is, a horse 
acquiring a record or bar of 2:29 and a fraction is eli- 
gible to the 2:30 ‘class. 

RULE 15. <A horse shall not be eligible if: the time 
specified has been beaten by him at a greater distance, 
that is, a horse having made two miles in five minutes 
shall take a record of 2:30 and be eligible for a 2:30 
race, but not for a race limited to horses of a slower 
class than that. 

RULE 16. In mixed races, trotting and pacing, a horse 
must be eligible to the class at both gaits and it must 
be stated in the entry at which gait the horse will per- 
form. 


[NAME OF HORSE.] 


RULE 17. Every horse shall be named, and the name 
correctly and plainly written in the entry; and after 
starting in a public race such name shall not be changed 
without procuring a record thereof to be made in the 
office of the Secretary of this Association, for which 
there shall be paid a recording fee of $50, the fee to 
go to this Association. For each violation of this re- 
quirement a fine of $100 may be imposed, together with 
suspension of the horse until paid, and no horse shall 
be thus recorded by a name that has been recorded for 
ancther horse. 

Provided, that when a recording fee has heen paid 
to the National Trotting Association, or the change of 
name has been required by the American Trotting Reg- 
ister Associaticn for the purpose of registration, no re- 
cording fee shall be charged by this Association. Cer- 
tificates from the aforesaid Associations to be furnished 
that the recording fee has heen paid, or the name was 
required to be changed, as the case may be. 

RULE 18. If a horse has ever performed in a public 
race, the last name under which he or she performed 
shall be given with the entry; and if the name has been 
changed within one year, each name he or she has 
borne during that time must be given; and if any horse 
without a name has ever performed in a public race, 
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mention must be made in the entry of a sufficient num- 
ber of his or her most recent performances, to enable 
interested parties to identify the animal. 


[TEAMS AND RACES OF PAIRS.] 


RULE 19. In all races of pairs the entry must con- 
tain the name and description of each horse, in the 
manner provided for entry of single horses, but three 
horses may be named, from which the starters must be 
selected. 


IDENTIFICATION. 

RULE 20. If the nominator is not the owner he shall 

give his own name and residence and the name and 
residence of the owner with the nomination, or he shall 
be subject to a fine if the owner is disqualified, such 
fine to be not less than $50, or more than $100. 
' RULE 21. Whenever the nominator is personally un- 
known to the officers of the course, if required, he shall 
establish his identity by sufficient references or evidence. 
In case of demand for identification, which must be re- 
duced to writing and signed by the party making it, 
the identity or eligibility of every entry shall be estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of the Judges or member. 
Drivers, owners and others shall have the right at all 
times to give information to the Judges of frauds or 
wrongs perpetrated or attempted against the Associa- 
tion without incurring penalty for such action. If the > 
Judges are not satisfied in regard to said identity and 
eligibility, before or after the start, all pools and bets 
on said horse or on the race may be declared off; if so 
declared off it shall be publicly announced from the 
stand. In such cases if the horse is not identified and. 
his eligibility established within thirty days, he shall 
be barred from winning, unless the case is appealed or 
referred to the Board of Appeals. Premiums withheld 
under this Rule shall be sent to the Secretary of the 
American Trotting Association to be by him retained, 
awaiting the result of an investigation by the members 
of the Board of Appeals. Any premium which is with- 
held from a disqualified man or horse, and which is not 
distributabls under the rules to another entry in the 
race, shall revert to the member. 

RULE 22. Any member or any officer of this Associa- 
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tion may call for information concerning the identity of 
any horse that is or has been entered on the grounds 
of a member, and may demand an opportunity to ex- 
amine such horse with a view to establish his identity, 
and if the owner or party controlling such horse shall 
refuse to afford such information or to allow such ex- 
amination, the horse and the said owner or party may 
be suspended or expelled by order of the Judges pend- 
ing the race, or thereafter by the member, or by the 
President of this Association. 

RULE 23. Whenever reasonable grounds exist for a 
belief that any person can give material evidence that 
would. aid in the detection or exposure of any fraud or 
wrong on the trotting turf, in a case under investiga- 
tion, or pending before the Board of Appeals, the Pres- 
ident or Secretary may require such person to testify 
by deposition or affidavit, or in person before such 
Board, but without cost to the witness for necessary ex- 
penses. Any person required to testify as aforesaid, 
who shall fail or refuse to comply, may, after due no- 
tice, be suspended by the President until the require- 
ment is compiled with, or until relieved by the President 
or by the Board of Appeals. 


ENTRIES THAT CANNOT START. 


RULE 24. As many horses may be entered by one 
party, or as many horses trained in the same stable, as 
may be desired, but only one that has been owned or 
controlled wholly or partly by the same person or per- 
sons, or trained in the same stable within ten days pre- 
ceding the race, can start in any race of heats, but noth- 
ing in this restriction shall be construed to prohibit a 
member from opening a stake or purse race with a con- 
dition that a nominator therein may start two or more 
of his entries. 


NO PURSE FOR A “WALK OVER.” 


RULE 25. No purse or added money to a stake will 
be awarded for a ‘‘walk over,’ but in cases where only 
one of the horses entered for a purse shall appear on 
the course, he shall be entitled to his own entrance 
morey and one-half of the entrance money received 
from the other entries for said purse. In a “Stake 
Race,’’? a walk over is entitled to all the stake money 
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and forfeit, unless otherwise provided in the published 
conditions. 


IN CASE OF DEATH, ENGAGEMENTS VOID. 


RULE 26. All engagements, including obligations for 
entrance fees, shall be void upon the decease of either 
party or horse, prior to the starting of the race, so far 
as they shall affect the deceased party or horse; except 
where the proprietorship is in more than one person, 
and any survive, the survivor and horse shall be held: 
but forfeits, also matches made “play or pay,’ shall 
not be affected by the death of a horse. 


MATCH RACES. 


RULE 27. In all match races these rules shall gov- 
ern, unless the contrary be expressly stipulated and as- 
sented to by the club, -association or proprietor of the 
course over which the race is te come off. 


WHEN MATCHES BECOME “PLAY OR PAY.” 


RULE 28. In all matches made to come off over any 
of the associated courses, the parties shall place the 
amount of the match in the hands of the stakeholder 
one day before the event (omitting Sunday), at such 
time and place as the club, association or proprietor, 
upon application, may determine, and the race _ shall 
then become ‘‘play or pay.’ 


PURSE OR MONEY WRONGFULLY OBTAINED. 


RULE 29. A person obtaining a purse or money 
through fraud or error shall surrender or pay the same 
to the Secretary of this Association, if demanded by the . 
member, or by the President or Secretary of this Asso- 
ciation, or by order of the Board of Appeals, or he, to- 
gether with the parties implicated in the wrong, and 
the horse or horses, shall be suspended until such de- 
mand is complied with, and such purse or money shall 
be awarded to the party justly entitled to the same. 

FRAUDULENT ENTRIES OR MEDDLING WITH 
; HORSES. 

RULE 30. Any person found guilty of making a fraud- 
ulent entry of any horse, or of disguising a horse with 
intent to conceal his identity, or being in any way con- 
cerned in such a transaction, shall be expelled, 


! 
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RULE 31. Any horse that shall have been painted or 
disguised, to represent another or different horse, or 
shall have been entered in a class in which he does not 
belong, shall forfeit the entrance money, and the guilty 
party and horse shall be fined, suspended or expelled. 

RULE 32. If any person be guilty of, or shall con- 
spire with any other person for the commission of, or 
shall connive at any other person being guilty of any 
corrupt or fraudulent practice in relation to racing in 
this or any other country; or who shall have adminis- 
tered a drug or stimulant internally or by hypodermic 
method prior to or during the progress of a race, or 
who shall nave used appliances electrical or mechanical 
other than the ordinary whip and spur, shall be fined, 
suspended or expelled according to the gravity of the 
offense. 

RULE 33. It appearing to the _ satisfaction of the 
Judges that a horse in a race is affected by drugs or 
stimulants internally or hypodermically administered or 
has during the race been subjected to electrical or me- 
chanical appliances other than the whip or spur shall 
be ruled out at once and suspended or expelled. 

RULE 34. Owners who enter and start horses, drivers 
or riders who drive or ride, and all horses starting at 
meetings conducted by persons under penalty by either 
the American Trotting Association or the National Trot- 
ting Association shall by operation of the Rules be 
thenceforth disqualified from the right to compete on 
grounds of members, which disqualification may be re- 
moved only by order of the Board‘of Appeals and upon 
payment of a fine of $100 to go to this Association, the 
fine to apply to the horse or horses disqualified, regard- 
less of any change of ownership. 


PROTESTS. 
(See Chapter X, By-Laws.) 

RULE 35. Protests may be made at any time before 
the winnings are paid over, and shall be reduced to 
writing and sworn to, and shall contain at least one 
specific charge, which, if true, would prevent the horse 
from winning; and when required, a statement of the 
nature of the evidence upon which they are based, and 
they shall be filed with the Judges or member before 
the close of the meeting; and the protesting party shall 
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afterwards be allowed to file additional charges with 
evidence. 

RULE 36. The Judges shall in every case of protest 
demand that the rider or driver, and the owner or own- 
ers, if present, shall immediately testify under oath, in 
the manner hereinafter provided; and in case of their 
refusal to do so, the horse shall not be allowed there- 
upon to start or continue in the race, but shall be con- 
sidered and declared ruled out, with forfeit of entrance 
money. 

RULE 37. But if the parties do comply and take the 
oath as herein required, unless the Judges find satisfac- 
tory evidence to warrant excluding the horse, they shall 
allow him to start or continue in the race under pro- 
test, and the premium, if any is won by that horse, 
shall be retained thirty days to allow the parties inter- 
ested a chance to sustain the allegations of the protest, 
or to furnish information which shall warrant an in- 
vestigation of the matter by the associate member or 
the Board of Appeals. Where no action as aforesaid 
has been taken to sus‘ain a protest, or to furnish infor- 
mation, during thirty days, the member may proceed 
as if such protest had not been made. 

RULE 38. In any heat which such protested horse 
shall win, the Judges shall waive the application of a. 
distance as to all other horses, except for fouls. 

RULE 39. When a protest is presented before or dur- 
ing a race, and the parties refuse to make the prescribed 
oath, if the Judges believe that either the protest or 
the refusal is designed to favor a fraud, they may re- 
quire the horse under protest to start or continue in the 
race. 

RULE 40. <Any person found guilty of protesting a 
horse falsely and without cause, or merely with intent 
to embarrass a race, shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100, or by suspension or expulsion. 

RULE 41. When a protest has been duly made, or any 
information lodged with the Judges in support of a pro- 
test, alleging an improper entry or any act prohibited 
or punishable under these rules, the same shall not be 
withdrawn or surrendered before the expiration of thirty 
days, without the approbation of the Association or 
proprietor of the course upon which such protest or in- 
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formation was produced; and if any member shall per- 
mit such a withdrawal of protest or information, with 
a@ corrupt motive to favor any party who shall be af- 
fected by the same, the executive officers so permitting 
if convicted by the Board of Appeals, shall be expelled 
from all connection with the American Trotting Asso- 
ciation. y 

RULE 42. Members shall be warranted in withholding 
the premium of any horse, during the time herein men- 
tioned, without any formal protest if they shall receive 
information in their judgment tending to establish that 
the entry was fraudulent or ineligible. Premiums with- 
held under this rule to be forthwith sent to the Sec- 
retary of this Association to await the result of an in- 
vestigation by the member or by the Board of Appeals, 
and if the eligibility of the horse is not established 
within thirty days he shall then be barred from winning 
unless the case is appealed. 

RULE 43. The oath required in answer to protest shall 
be in the following form, to-wit:

regulations for the government of trials of speed over 
this course were fully and honestly complied with in

[Note.—This oath may be administered by an officer 
of the Association, or one of the Judges of the race, and 
it will be considered sufficient. The affiant must also 
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be required to state in the above affidavit whether or 
not he has personal knowledge of the eligibility of the 
horse, and if he has such knowledge, to state upon what 
it is founded.] 


DRAWING HORSES. 


RULE 44. No horse shall be drawn except by permis- 
sion of the Judges of the race, unless at or before seven 
o’clock p. m. of the day preceding the race (omitting 
Sunday), the proper party shall have lodged with the 
Secretary a written notice, or notice by telegraph, of 
his intention not to start, after which notice the horse 
so drawn shall be ineligible to start in the race. For 
a violation of the requirement herein, a fine not to ex- 
ceed $500, or suspension or expulsion, may be imposed, 
the penalty to apply to both the horse and the party 
who violates the regulation. 

RULE 45. Nominators having two or more entries in 
one race shall notify the Secretary of the course, as pro- 
vided for in Rule 44, which they will start. This rule 
shall not be construed to relieve nominators from pay- 
ment for entries that are drawn. 


POWER OF POSTPONEMENT. 


RULE 46. In case of unfavorable weather, or other 
unavoidable cause, members shall postpone to a definite 
hour the next fair day and good track (omitting Sun- 
day), all stakes and purses closed on the installment 
plan upon giving notice thereof; and they may exercise 
this power before or after the race has commenced. 
Any purse race, except those closed on the installment 
plan, that has not been started by five o’clock p. m. on 
the last day of the week to which the member has lim- 
ited its meeting during the months of May, June, July 
and August, and four o’clock p. m. during the balance 
of the year, shall be declared off and the entrance money 
refunded. Any purse race that has been started and 
remains unfinished on the last day of the week to which 
the member has limited its meeting shall be declared 
ended and the money divided according to summary. 

RULE 47. In all purses, matches and stakes, the above 
rule shall govern, unless otherwise unanimously agreed 
between the interested parties and the Association or 
proprietors. 
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NO TROTTING AFTER SUNSET. 


RULE 48. No heat shall be started after sunset by 
the calendar. 


WEIGHTS AND WEIGHING. 


RULE 49. Every horse started for purse, stake or 
match, in any trotting or pacing race or performance 
against time shall carry, if to wagon or sulky, 150 Ilbs., 
exclusive of harness, and if under saddle 145 lbs., the 
saddle and whip only to be weighed with the rider. 

RULE 50. Riders and drivers shall weigh in the pres- 
ence of one or more of the Judges or their assistants 
previous to starting, for any race. After each heat they 
shall come to the Judges’ stand, and not dismount or 
leave their vehicles without permission of the Judges, 
and shall be reweighed. <Any rider or driver not bring- 
ing in his required weight shall be ruled out, unless 
such decision shall be deemed to favor a fraud. But a 
rider or driver thrown or taken by force from his horse 
or vehicle, after having passed the winning post, shall 
not be considered as having dismounted without per- 
mission of the Judges, and if disabled, may be carried 
to the Judges’ stand to be weighed, and the Judges may 
take the circumstances into consideration and decide ac- 
cordingly. And the riders and drivers who shall carry 
during the heat and bring home with them weights 
which have been approved or announced correct and 
proper by the Judges shall be subject to no penalty for 
light weight in that heat; Provided, the Judges are 
satisfied the mistake or fault was their own, and that 
there has been no deception on the part of the rider or 
driver who shall be deficient in weight; but all parties 
shall thereafter carry the required weight. No rider or 
driver shall be changed after weighing in for a. race, 
except by order of the Judges. 


HANDICAP AND MISCELLANEOUS WEIGHTS. 


RULE 51. In matches or handicaps, where extra or 
lesser weights are to be carried, the Judges shall care- 
fully examine and ascertain before starting, whether the 
riders, drivers or vehicles are of such weights as have 
been agreed upon or required by the match or handi- 
cap, and thereafter the riders and drivers shall be sub- 
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ject to the same penalties and conditions as if they 
were to carry the weights prescribed by the_ rules. 
Where less weight is carried than required in Rule 48, © 
time made is a bar and not a record. 
WHEN RIDERS AND DRIVERS ARE OVERWEIGHT. 
RULE 52. If the bodily weight of any rider or driver 
shall be found to exceed that which is prescribed in the 
Rules, or the conditions of the race, the Judges shall 
have power, if in their belief such extra weight was 
imposed on the horse for an improper or fraudulent pur- 
pose, to substitute another rider’ or driver of suitable 
weight. 


LENGTH OF WHIPS. 


RULE 53. Riders and drivers will be allowed whips 
not to exceed the following lengths: For saddle horses, 
2. ft. 10, ih.; sulkies, 4. ft... 8 in.) wagons,. 6 ft. ‘10, in.;3 
pairs of horses, 8 ft. 6 in.; tandem teams and four-in- 
hand, unlimited; snappers, not longer than three inches, 
will be allowed in addition to the foregoing measure- 
ments. A. violation of this rule shall be punished by a 
fine not to exceed $100. 


JUDGES’ STAND. 


RULE 54. None but the Judges of the race in prog- 
ress, the Starter, the Clerk of the Course or Secretary, 
and three Timers shall be allowed in the Judges’ stand 
during the pendency of a heat. Any Association con- 
victed of violating this rule shall be fined any sum not 
to exceed $100. 


SELECTION OF JUDGES AND TIMERS. 


RULE 55. In every exhibition, race or performance 
against time over the course of a member, the presid- 
ing officer or manager of the member shall choose or 
authorize the selection of three (3) competent Judges 
for the day or race, who shall understand the rules of 
' this Association, and shall rigidly enforce the same; and 
all their decisions shall be subject to and in conformity © 
with said rules. A Starter may be employed, and he 
or; the Judge selected to do the starting shall have con- 
trol of the horses and drivers, under the rules, with the 
approval of the Judges, from the first score in every 
heat until the word ‘‘go’’ is given. There shall be three 
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competent Timers appointed by the President or man- 
ager of the member, who shall take the time of each 
heat, and time so taken shall be announced and record- 
ed in conformity with these rules. 


STARTER AND HIS DUTIES. 


RULE 56. No person shall be permitted to start a 
race or a time performance on a track in membership 
with the American Trotting Association, unless he holds 
a license from said Association as Starter. Upon suffi- 
cient information as to the good character, knowledge 
of trotting rules and ability to do the work, a license 
shall be issued by the Board of Appeals and in vaca- 
tion by order of the President to a sufficient number of 
applicants to do the work. Said Starter shall perform 
his duty according to rules and shall give information 
as to the rules to track officers and employes when 
called on. And always endeavor to have racing and 
time performances conducted according to rule and shall 
especially warn officials against misrepresentations of 
correct time, and in all cases where time is suppressed 
or any other material thing done in violation of the 
rules, report the same to the American Trotting Asso- 
ciation with names of guilty parties and _ witnesses. 
Upon his failure or refusal to perform his duties, his 
license shall be revoked by the President of the Asso- 
ciation. Time made in a race or a performance against 
time shall be a bar unless the starting shall have been 
done by a licensed Starter. The Starter shall be paid 
by the members for his services. In case of any un- 
avoidable absence of a Starter selected by any member 
of this Association at the opening of or during a meet- 
ing, the President, Secretary or Manager shall imme- 
diately telegraph or telephone to the Secretary of the 
American Trotting Association for authority to select a 
substitute Starter, until a license shall be issued to the 
person so selected as such substitute, and the Secretary 
shall at once grant such substitution and issue such 
license. 

RULE 57. Any person who at the time is under pen- 
alty of suspension, expulsion, or other disqualification, 
or who has any interest in or any bet dependent on the 
result of the race, or has an interest in any of the 
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horses engaged therein, shall thereby be restricted from 
acting in any official capacity in that race. And if any 
person who is thus disqualified violates this restriction, 
he shall, upon conviction thereof by the Board of Ap- 
peals, be fined, suspended or expelled. 

RULE 58. If any person acting as Judge or an official 
of a course shall be guilty of using insulting language 
from the stand to an owner, driver or other person, or 
“be guilty of other improper conduct, he shall, upon 
conviction thereof by the Board of Appeals, be fined 
not exceeding $500, or be expelled. ; 


CLERK OF THE COURSE. 


RULE 59. It shall be the duty of each member to 
provide the services of a competent person to assist the 
Judges in each and every race upon their respective 
courses, who shall be styled the Clerk of the Course. 
He may, at the request of the Judges, assist in weigh- 
ing riders or drivers, assigning the positions of horses 
before the race, or other similar duties, and shall keep 
a book in which shall be recorded the name of each 
rider or driver, colors worn, and weight carried; he 
shall note the’ time when a heat is finished, and shall 
notify the Judges, or ring the bel], at the expiration of 
the time allowed between heats; he may assist the 
Judges in placing the horses at the finish of the heat. 
He shall record, in a book suited to that purpose, an 
account of every race, in the following form, to-wit: 
First, all horses entered and the names cf the riders 
or drivers; next, the starting horses and the positions 
assigned them; next, a record of each heat, giving the 
position of each horse at the finish; then, the official 
time of each heat, and, at the end, an official summary 
of the race, giving the drawn, distanced, and ruled out 
horses, if any there be. He shall record all protests, 
fines, penalties and appeals. This book shall be signed 
by the Judges and Timers and shall constitute the offi- 
cial record. [Called the ‘‘Judges' Book.’’] 


AUTHORITY OF JUDGES. 


RULE 60. The Judges of the day or race shall have 
authority, while presiding, to appoint Distance Flagmen 
and Patrols; to inflict fines and penalties, as prescribed 


\ 
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by these Rules; to determine all questions of fact relat- 
ing to the race over which they preside; to decide re- 
specting any matters of difference between parties to 
the race, or any contingent matter which shall’ arise, 
such as are not otherwise provided for in these Rules; 
and they may declare pools and bets ‘off’? in case of 
fraud, no appeal to be allowed from their decision in 
that respect, but all of their decisions shall be in strict 
conformity with the Rules, or with the _ principles 
thereof. When pools or bets are déclared off for fraud, 
the guilty parties shall be fined, suspended or expelled. 
They shall have control over the horses about to start, 
and the riders or drivers and assistants of the horses, 
and in the absence of other provisions in these Rules, 
they shall have authority to punish by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100, or by suspension or expulsion, any such 
person who shall fail to obey their orders or the Rules. 

RULE 61. The Judges shall have power to examine on 
oath all parties connected with a race, as to any wrong 
or complaint made bringing in question the conduct of 
the same. 

, FLAGMEN AND PATROLS. 


RULE 62. In all races of heats there shall be Distance 
Flagmen appointed by the Judges of the race or by 
those in authority. They shall remain in the distance- 
stand during the heats, and immediately after each 
heat shall repair to the Judges’ stand and report to the: 
Judges what horse or horses are behind the flag, and 
all foul or improper conduct, if any has occurred under 
their observation. The Judges of the race shall deter- 
mine what horses are-distanced. 

RULE 63. The Patrols may be similarly appointed, 
and it shall be their duty to repair in like manner to 
the Judges’ stand, and report all foul or improper con- 
duct, if any has occurred under their observation. 
POWERS AND DUTIES OF JUDGES AND TIMERS. 

RULE 64 ‘The Judges shall he in the stand fifteen 
minutes before the time for starting the race; they shall 
determine the positions of the horses by lot, and inform 
each rider or driver of his place before starting. 

RULE 65. The Judges’ shall ring the bell, or give 
other notice, ten minutes previous to the time announced 
for the race or heat to come off, which shall be notice 


\ 
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to all parties to prepare for the race or heat at the 
appointed time, when all the horses must appear at the 
stand, ready for the race or heat, and any rider or 
driver failing to obey this summons may be punished 
by a fine not exceeding $100, or his horse may be ruled 
out by the Judges and considered drawn, but in all 
stakes and matches a failure to appear promptly at the 
appointed time constitutes a forfeit. 

RULE 66. The result of a heat shall not be announced 
until the Judges are satisfied as to the weights of the 
riders or drivers, and sufficient time has elapsed to re- 
ceive the reports of the Distance Flagmen, and Patrols. 

RULE 67. The Judges shall not notice or consider 
complaints of foul from any person or persons except 
the Distance Flagmen and Patrcls appointed by them- 
selves or by those in authority, and from owners, rid- 
ers or drivers in the race. 

RULE 68. If the Judges believe that a horse is being 
or has been ridden or driven improperly at any time 
during the continuance of the race, with a design to 
prevent his winning a heat or place which he was evi- 
dently able to win, or to perpetrate or aid a fraud, they 
shall have the power to substitute a competent and re- 
liable rider or driver for the remainder of the race, 
who shall be paid, at the discretion of the Judges, not 
more than 50 per cent of the amount awarded the horse 
in the race, and the member may retain the amount 
paid from the purse, if any, which said substituted rider 
or driver may win, and if the result of the race shall 
demonstrate that a fraud was being perpetrated, all the 
guilty parties so implicated, together with the horse, 
shall be suspended for not less than one year, or shall 
be expelled. The Judges may waive distance (except 
for fouls), as to any horse for which they have substi- 
tuted a rider or driver. 

RULE 69. After each heat the drivers or riders shall 
come to the Judges’ stand and not dismount or leave 
their vehicles without permission of the Judges, and 
no driver or rider shall be changed after starting in a 
race except by order or permission of the Judges. 

RULE 70. Drivers or riders must provide and wear 
their own distinguishing colors and shall not be allowed 
to start in a race or other public performance unless 


te, 
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in the opinion of the Judges they are properly and neat- 
ly dressed. 

RULE 71. No rider or driver can without good and 
sufficient reasons decline to be substituted or appointed 
by Judges as required by Rule 68. Any rider or driver 
who refuses to be so substituted may be fined or sus- 
‘pended, or both, by order of the Judges. 

RULE 72. Any driver who is intoxicated, or who re- 
fuses to comply with the directions of the Judges, or 
who is reckless in his conduct and endangers the safety 
of horses or their drivers in the race, may be removed 
and another’driver substituted at any time during the 
race, and the offending driver may be fined, suspended, 
or expelled. And the substituted driver shall be com- 
pensated as provided in Rule 68. 

RULE 73. <A driver or rider cannot be suspended for 
non-payment of entrance, except when he is also the 
nominator or owner. 


STARTING AND KEEPING POSITIONS. 


RULE 74. No rider or driver shall cause unnecessary 
delay after the horses are called, either by neglecting 
to prepare for the race in time, or by failing to come 
for the word, or otherwise; and in scoring any horse 
delaying the race may be started regardless of his po- 
sition or gait. If the word is not given, all the horses 
in the race shall immediately turn at the tap of the 
bell or other signal given, and jog back for a fresh | 
start. There shall be no recall after the starting word 
or signal has been given, and the horses shall be deemed 
to have started in the race when the word “go” is 
given for the first heat; provided, however, that if the 
Judges shall through any error give signal of recall, 
after having given the word, distance shall be waived 
in that heat, except for foul riding or driving. In all 
such cases the starters must go the course. 

RULE 75. The Starter shall choose one of the con- 
tending horses to score by. No driver shall come up in 
advance of said horse, nor shall he hold back, under 
penalty of a fine of not less than $5 nor more than $50, 
which shall be imposed and collected at once by the 
Clerk of the Course. 

RULE 76. No driver shall be allowed to sponge out 
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his horse or horses oftener than once in five times scor- 
ing. 

RULE 77. No horse shall wear hopples in a race un- 
less he starts in same in the first heat, and any person 
found guilty of changing or altering a horse’s hopples 
for the purpose of fraud during a race shall be suspend- 
ed or expelled. 

RULE 78. If these requirements are not complied with 
on the part of any rider or driver, the Starter may 
give the word without regard to the absence or posi- 
tion of the offending party or parties, but the offender 
may be punished by a fine not exceeding $100, or by 
suspension not to exceed one year. 

RULE 79. In all cases the starting word or signal 
shall be given by the Starter, and in no instance shall 
a standing start be given unless so provided in the pub- 
lished conditions of the race. 

RULE 80. No warning shall be necessary before in- 
flicting fines or penalties for a violation of any of the 
provisions of these rules. 

RULE 81. The horse winning a heat shall take the 
pole (or inside position) the succeeding heat, and all 
others shall take their positions in the order assigned 
them in the last heat. When two or more horses shall 
make a dead heat, the horses shall start for the suc- 
ceeding heat in the same positions with reference to 
the pole that they occupied at the finish of the dead 
heat. ‘ 

RULE 82. When entering the homestretch the fore- 
most horse or horses shall keep the positions first se- 
lected; and the hindmost horse or horses, when there is 
sufficient rocm to pass on the inside or anywhere on the 
homestretch,without interfering with others, shall be 
allowed to do so. 

RULE 83. Although a leading horse is entitled to any 
part of the track, except after selecting his position on 
the homestretch, he shall not change either to the right 
or left during any part of the race, when another horse 
is so near him that in altering his position he compels 
the horse behind him to shorten his stride, or causes 
the rider or driver of such other horse to pull him out 
of his stride; neither shall any horse, rider or driver, 
cross, jostle or strike another horse, rider or driver, nor 
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swerve, nor ‘carry him out,’ “sit down .in front of 
him,’’ nor do any other act which constitutes what is 
popularly known as “helping,’’ or which shall impede 
the progress of another horse. 

RULE 84. In any heat wherein there shall be a viola- 
tion of any of these restrictions, the offending horse 
shall not be entitled to win the heat, and he shall be 
placed behind all the unoffending horses in that heat. 
And if the Judges believe the forbidden action was in- 
tentional on the part of the rider or driver, his horse 
may be ruled out, and such rider or driver may be 
fined not to exceed the amount of the purse or stake 
contended for, or he may be suspended or expelled. 


HORSES BREAKING. 


RULE 85. When any horse or horses break from their 
gait in trotting or pacing, their riders or drivers shall 
at once pull them to the gait in which they were to go 
the race, and any party failing to comply with this re- 
quirement, if he finishes ahead, shall lose the heat, and 
the next best horse shall win the heat; and whether 
such breaking horse finishes ahead or not, all other 
horses, not so offending, distanced or ruled out, shall 
be placed ahead of him in that heat, and the Judges 
shall have discretionary power to distance the offending 
horse or horses, and the rider or driver may be pun- 
ished by a fine not to exceed $100, or by suspension not 
exceeding one year. - 

RULE 86. Should the rider or driver comply with the 
requirement of Rule 85, and the horse should gain by 
a break, twice the distance so gained shall be taken 
from him at the finish, but this provision must not be 
so construed as to shield any trotting or pede horse 
from punishment for running. 

RULE 87. In case of any horse repeatedly breaking or 
running, or performing at a mixed gait, the Judges shall 
punish the horse so at fault by placing him last in the 
heat or by distancing him. A horse breaking four. 
times in a heat may be regarded as repeatedly break- 
ing, but nothing herein shall be construed into permit- 
ting a horse to make four or less number of breaks 
without being liable to the penalties prescribed. If, in 
the opinion of the Judges, a driver allows his horse to 
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make repeated breaks for the purpose of fraudulently 
losing a heat, he shall be liable to the penalties else- 
where provided for fraud and fouls. 

RULE 88. To assist in determining the matters con- 
tained in Rules 85, 86 and 87, it shall be the duty of 
one of the Judges to call out during the progress of a 
race every break made, designating by colors or name 
the horse making it and the character of the break, and 
a Judge or assistant shall at once note the fact in 
writing. } 

RULE 89. A horse breaking at or near the score shall 
be subject to no greater penalty than if he broke on 
any other part of the track. 


RELATIVE TO HEATS AND HORSES ELIGIBLE TO 
START. 


RULE 90. In heats one, two, three or four miles, 
where the provisions of Rule 104 do not apply, a horse 
not winning one heat in three shall not start for a 
fourth, unless such horse shall have made a dead heat. 
In heats, best three in five, a horse not winning a heat, 
or making a dead heat, in the first five shall not start 
for the sixth, unless otherwise stated in the published 
conditions’, but horses so ruled out shall have a right 
to a share of the purse or premium, according to their 
rank at the close of their last heat. 

RULE 91. <A dead heat shall be counted in the race 
and shall be considered a heat which is undecided only. 
as between the horses making it, and it shall be con- 
sidered a heat that is lost by all the other horses con- 
tending therein; and the time made in a dead heat 
shall constitute a record or bar for each horse making 
such dead heat. 

RULE 92. In heats best three in five, when two or 
more horses have each won two heats and a dead heat, 
or a heat and two dead heats, or three dead heats, they 
alone shall start in the next heat. 

RULE 93. <A horse prevented from starting by Rule 
88 shall not be distanced, but ruled out, and shall be 
entitled to a share of the purse or premium» according 
to his rank at the close of the last heat. 


TIME BETWEEN HEATS. 
RULE 94. The time between heats for either mile 
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heats or for mile heats best three in five, shall be 
twenty-five minutes; and for two-mile heats, thirty min- 
utes; and for three-mile heats, thirty-five minutes; and 
should there be a race of four-mile heats, the time 
shall be forty minutes. _ 

RULE 95. Not more than three races shall be ‘“‘sand- 
wiched’”’’ in the performance on one day. 

RULE 96. After the first heat the horses shall be 
called five minutes prior to the time of starting. 


PASSING TO THE LEFT. 


RULE 97. Horses meeting on the track shall pass to 
the left. ' 


HORSES PERMITTED ON THE TRACK. 


RULE 98. Horses called for a race shall have the ex- 
clusive right of the course, and all other horses shall 
vacate the track at once, unless permitted to remain by 
the Judges. 


TIME ALLOWED IN CASE OF ACCIDENTS. 


RULE 99. In case of accidents, only so much time 
shall be allowed as the Judges may deem necessary and 
proper. 

RuLE 100. If for any cause other than being inter- 
fered with by another competitor a horse fails to finish 
inside the distance after starting in a heat, that horse 
shall be ruled out. 


COLLISION OR INTERFERENCE. 


RuULE 101. In case of interference or collision, the 
party causing the same, whether wilfully or otherwise, 
may ‘be ruled out; and if the Judges find it was inten- 
tional or to aid fraud, the driver in fault shall be forth- 
with fined, suspended or expelled, and his horse may 
be ruled out; but if necessary to defeat fraud, the Judges 
shall direct the offending horse to start again. If any 
horse impeded thereby comes in behind the distance 
flag, the Judges shall allow him to start again. 

RULE 102. No horse but the offending one shall be 
ruled out in such a heat, except for foul driving. 

RULE 103. The Judges may declare the deciding heat 
of a race no heat for interference, collision or fraud. 


NUMBER OF HEATS LIMITED. 
RULE 104. Unless otherwise expressly stated in the 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 55 


published conditions, in all races of mile heats, best two 
in three, the race shall not be continued after the end 
of the third heat; and in all races of mile heats, best 
three in five, the race shall not be continued after the 
end of the fifth heat. In such cases the premiums shgall 
be awarded in accordance with the _ positions in the- 
summary at the elose of the last heat; except’ that in 
the event of a tie for first money another heat shall be 
trotted or paced between the horses so tied, to determin 
the winner.”’ 

RULE 105. All races of three year olds, where no dis- 
tance or way of going is specified, shall be mile heats 
two in three and the race to end with the third heat, 
except in case of tie for first money, in which event it 
shall be optional with those tied whether the money 
shall be equally divided or a fourth heat trotted by the 
horses tying for first position. In all cases of tie for 
any money division other than first money, the division 
shall be equal. All races for two year olds shall be not 
over mile heats, two heats to constitute a race. In case 
of tie for any division of the purse or stake the money 
Shall be equally divided. Racing of yearlings shall not 
be permitted. 
PLACING HORSES. 

RULE 106. If a horse shall have distanced all com- 
petitors in any heat, the race will then be concluded, 
and such horse shall receive the entire purse or stakes 
contended for, unless provided otherwise in the pub- 
lished conditions. 

RULE 107. When more than one horse remains in a 
purse race entitled to be placed at the finish of the last 
heat, the second best horse shall receive the second pre- 
mium, if there be any; and if there be any third or fourth 
premium, etc., for which no horse has won and maintained 
a specific place, the same shall go to the winner: Pro- 
vided, that the number of premiums awarded shall not 
exceed the number of horses which started in the race. 

RULE 108. The foregoing provisions shall always apply 
in such cases, unless otherwise stated in the published 
conditions of the race. 

RULE 109. In deciding the rank of horses other than 
the winner, as to 2d, 3d, and 4th places, etc., to be as- 
signed among such as remain in the race entitled to be 
placed at the conclusion of the last heat thereof, the 
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several positions which have been assigned to each horse 
so contending shall be considered as to every heat, in 
the race—that is, horses having won two heats, better 
than those winning one; a horse that has won a heat, 
better than a horse only making a dead heat; a horse 
winning one or two heats and making a dead heat, bet- 
ter than one winning an equal number of heats, but 
not making a dead heat; a horse winning a heat or 
making a dead heat and not distanced or ruled out in 
the race, better than a horse that has not won a heat 
or made a dead heat; a horse that has been placed 
‘second’ one heat, better than a horse that has been 
placed ‘third’? any number of heats. 

’ RULE 110. In races where the redistribution of a pre- 
mium becomes -necessary on account of a starter being 
ineligible, the horses in the race summary below such 
competitor shall be advanced one position in the race, — 
and the premium redistributed in accordance with the 
positions in the corrected summary. 

* RULE 111. When two or more horses appear equal in 
rank in the summary of the race, they shall share 
equally in the award of premiums won by them. 


DISTANCES. 

RULE 112. In all heat races at a mile over mile 
tracks, 60 yards shall be the distance except when eight 
or more horses start in a heat, then 80 yards shall be 
the distance. In all heat races at a mile over half mile 
tracks, 80 yards shall be the distance, except when six 
or more horses start in a heat, then 100 yards shall 
be the distance. In any heat or race distance may be 
waived by consent of the member and the starters, 

RULE 113. All horses whose heads have not reached 
the distance-stand as soon as the leading horse arrives 
at the winning-post shall be declared distanced, except 
in cases otherwise provided for; or the punishment of 
the leading horse by setting him back for running, when 
it shall be left to the discretion of the Judges. 

RULE 114. A distanced horse is out of the race, and 
not entitled to any portion of the premium. 


RANK BETWEEN DISTANCED HORSES. 


RULE 115. Horses distanced in the first heat of a 
race shall be equal, but horses that are distanced in 
any Subsequent heat shall rank as to each other in the 
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order of the positions to which they were entitled at the 
start of the heat in which they were distanced. 


TIME AND ITS RECORD. 


RULE 116. In every public race, or performance 
against time, the time of each heat shall be accurately 
taken and placed in the record, and upon the decision 
of each heat, the time thereof shall be publicly an- 
nounced or posted by the Judges, except as provided in 
these rules concerning those heats which are not award- 
ed to either of the leading horses. 
yy RULE 117. No unofficial timing shall be announced or 
-. admitted to the record, but in any case involving alleged 
q suppression of time, or false announcement of time, 
q nothing in this Rule shall be construed to limit the 
Hh) Board of Appeals as to the evidence admissible. i ‘ 
4 RULE 118. In any case of alleged error in the record, 
anneuncement or publication of the time made by a 
horse in a public race, the time so questioned shall not 
be changed to favor said horse or owner, except upon 
the sworn statement of the Judges and Timers who of- 
ficiated in the race, and then only by order of the Board 
of Appeals. The President of the American Trotting 
Association is authorized to act pending the action of 
the Board of Appeals. 

RULE 119. When the Timers fail to act, no time 
shall be announced or recorded for that heat. 


HORSES TO BE TIMED. 


RULE 120. The two leading horses shall be separately 
timed and if the heat is awarded to either, his time 
only shall be announced and be a record or bar as the 
case may be; and if the winning horse shall afterwards 
be ruled out of the race for fraud or ineligibility, he 
shall retain the record or bar acquired by the time so 
- announced. ’ 

Be: RULE 121. In case of a dead heat, the time shall con- 
_ stitute a record or bar for the horses making the dead 
ia heat, and if for any other cause the heat is not awarded 
i. to either of the leading horses, it shall be awarded to 
_the next best horse, and no time shall be given out by 
the Judges or recorded against either horse; and the 
_ Judges may waive the application of the rule in regard 
to distance in that heat, except for foul riding or driv- 


‘e 
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RULE 122. The ‘time shall be taken from the pole 
horse, or from the horse that is selected to score by. 


SUPPRESSION OF TIME. 


RULE 123. In any public race or performance against 
time, if there shall be any intentional suppression or 
misrepresentation in either the record or the announce- 
‘ment of the time of a heat in the race, it shall be 
deemed fraudulent. Any horse winning a heat or mak- 
ing a dead heat wherein there was such a fraudulent 
suppression of time, together with the parties implicated 
‘in the fraud, shall by operation of the Rules be thence- 
forth disqualified from the right to compete on _ the 
grounds of members; which disqualification may be re- 
moved only by order of the Board of Appeals, when, 
upon investigation, the Board shall believe that the 
constructive fraud was not premeditated, but only then 
upon a restitution or return to this Association of any 
premiums that under any circumstances have been 
awarded such horse on the grounds of members during 
the time of disqualification, and upon the payment of a 
fine of $100, to go to this Association, the fine to apply 
to the horse regardless of any change in the ownership. 


RULE 124. A horse winning a heat, or making a dead 
heat, in any public race in which there is an intentional 
Suppression or misrepresentation in either the record or 
announcement of the time, shall acquire a bar for the 
time actually made. His subsequent winnings in en- 
gagements made on or after the date of such perform- 
ance in classes slower than the bar are unlawful, and 
must be returned for redistribution to the other com- 
petitors when demanded under authority of Rule 29, or 
by order of the Board of Appeals, to which there shall 
also be added a ten per cent penalty and interest on the 
‘whole at six per cent per annum until paid, the penalty, 
‘percentage and interest thereon to go to the American 
‘Trotting Association. A suspension imposed under this 
Rule shall include the nominator and the horse, regard- 
less of any change of ownership. 


RULE 125. A fine not to exceed $500 shall be imposed 
upon any member of this Association on whose grounds 
there shall be allowed any suppression of time as afore- 
Said; and time shall be deemed to have been suppressed 
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in any race wherein a record of the same is not kept 
at the time in writing, whether on associated tracks or 
others. 

RULE 126. Any person who shall as Judge or Timer 
be guilty of fraudulent suppression of time in any pub- 
lic race shall be expelled. - 


PUBLIC RACBS. 


RULE 127. Any contest between horses for purse, pre- 
mium, stake or wager, or involving admission fees, on 
any course and in the presence of the Judges and Tim- 
ers, shall constitute a public race. 

(See exception in Rule 136.) 


TIME RECORDS AND BARS. 


(When time becomes a bar.) 

RULE 128. <A record can be made only in a public 
race, or in a performance against time, the horse to 
trot or pace a full mile according to rule; and the time 
must be taken by three Timers, and the record of the 
race must be kept and signed by the Judges and Timers. 

RULE 129. Time otherwise taken, on any track, 
whether short or not, shall be known:‘as a bar, and shall 
constitute a bar the same as if regularly made over a 
track that was full measurement. 

RULE 130. Any public race at a less distance than 
one mile, and exceeding half a mile, shall be regarded 
as irregular, and the time made at any such distance 
shall create a bar. 

RULE 131. Time made on non-association tracks shall 
be records or bars, as the case may be; the same as if 
made over association tracks. 

RULE 132. If it should appear to the Board of Ap- 
peals, upon investigation, that any record was fraudu- 
lently obtained, it shall be declared not a record but a 
bar. 


WHEN TIME SHALL NOT BE A BAR. 


RULE 133. Time made under the saddle, or on snow 
or ice, as well as time made when two or more horses 
are harnessed together, shall constitute a bar for races 
of the same character, but shall not be a bar for races 
of a different character; time made to wagon shall be 


a record or bar, as the case may be, in races of every 
character. 
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RULE 134. Records cannot be made or bars incurred 
in trials of speed where there is no pool selling, book- 
making or other public betting on the event, no money 
competed for, no entrance charged or collected from 
competing horses, no admission fee charged at the gate 
or to the grand stand, and no privileges of any kind 
sold. Such performances shall not be considered public 
races. All Rules of this Association in so far as they 
conflict with this Rule are hereby repealed. 


AMATEUR AND MATINEE RACBS. 


RULE 135. Amateur driving clubs in membership with 
this Association shall not be considered as regular mem- 
bers who give public meetings, and their matinees shall 
be considered as only “trials of speed,” but they shall 
be amenable for any violation of the Rules. . 

RULE 136. Any Association in membership with the 
American Trotting Association may hold regular mati- 
nees for premiums, but not for money-purses, not to ex- 
ceed ten days during the season, either one-day meet- 
ings, or a meeting of longer duration at their discretion. 
Horses participating in such matinees will not incur a 
record or bar. The Association will have the privilege of 
charging admission at the gate and renting all privileges | 
other than betting privileges. 


PERFORMANCES AGAINST TIME MUST BE CONDUCTED IN 
ACCORDANCH WITH THE FOLLOWING RULES AND 
REGULATIONS: 


RULE 137. Must be made at a regular meeting of a 
society in membership with the American Trotting Asso- 
ciation, or National Trotting’ Association, said perform- 
ances to be conducted by the regular appointed Judges 
and Timers for the day, strictly in accordance with the 
Rules of said American or National Trotting Association 
adopted by the member. 

RULE 138. No animal shall be permitted to start 
against time pending a heat or trial by another animal, 
nor until the result of such heat or trial shall have been 
duly announced or posted. ; 

RULE 139. Time shall’ be taken by three Timers en- 
gaged in the stand during the performance. 
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RULE 140. There shall be three Judges in the stand 
during such performance, who shall not act as official 
Timers. 

RULE 141. No performance against time shall be ear- 
lier than 10 o’clock a. m. 

RULE 142. There shall be no performance against 
time at a postponed or continued meeting, unless such 
postponement or continuance is made in accordance with 
the Rules of the American or National Trotting Associa- 
tion to which the member belongs. 

RULE 143. In performances against time the animal 
must start to equal or beat a specified time and a los- 
ing performance shall not constitute a record or a bar. 

RULE 144. A regular meeting is hereby construed to 
mean a meeting advertised in at least one newspaper 
plblished and circulated in the vicinity not less than 
one week before the commencement of said meeting, and 
at which meeting no less than two public races actually 
take place on each day of the meeting. In this con- 
nection a public race is defined in Rule 127, and said 
contest must be bona fide and the performance subject 
to all the Rules of the American Trotting Association 
governing public races or. contests. Any officials of 
members or Judges or Timers, who shall tolerate any 
divergence from the Rules of the American Trotting As- 
sociation shall be fined each and every one not less than 
one hundred dollars or more than five hundred dollars, 
or shall be suspended or expelled as the case may war- 
rant. All races trotted or paced for the purpose of 
giving horses race records must be governed strictly by 
the Rules of the American Trotting Association in all 
respects, and must be bona fide races or contests, and 
any officials of members or Judges or Timers who shall 
tolerate any divergence from the Rules of the American 
Trotting Association shall be fined each and every one 
not less than one hundred dollars or more than five 
hundred dollars, or shall be suspended or expelled, as 
the case may warrant. 

RULE 145. ‘Matches against time’ will not be al- 
lowed. 

RULE 146. Entries to ‘performances against time’’ 
must be made with the Secretary not later than 7 p. m. 


the day before the performance, and must appear in» 


the published programme of the day. 
4 
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RULE 147. When a horse performs against time, it 
shall be proper to allow any other horse to accompany 
him in the performance, but not to precede or be har- 
nessed with or in any way attached to him. 

RULE 148. In performances against time, the starters 
shall be entitled and limited to three trials (unless ex- 
pressly stipulated to the contrary), whith shall be ‘on 
the same day—the time between-trials to be the same 
as the time between heats at similar distances. In such 
trials there shall be no recall after the word is given. 

RULE 149. In matches between horses of unequal age 
the conditions shall be determined by the age of the 
younger horse, unless otherwise agreed. 

RULE 150. Pending the investigation of a reported 
record by either the American or National Trotting As- 
sociation the reported record shall operate as a bar 
until the matter is adjusted. 

RULE 151. The Presidents of the American Trotting 
Association, the National Trotting Association and the 
American Trotting Register Association, shall constitute 
a Board to determine the validity of all records disputed 
by the American Trotting Register Association. 


COMPLAINTS BY RIDERS OR DRIVERS. 


RULE 152. All complaints by riders or drivers, of any 
foul riding or driving, or other misconduct, must be 
made at the termination of the heat, and before the 
rider or driver dismounts or leaves his vehicle. 


DECORUM. 


RULE 153. Any owner, trainer, rider, driver or at- 
tendant of a horse, or any other person who at any time 
and in any place shall use improper language to an 
officer of the course, or a Judge of a race, or a. Starter, 
or be guilty of any improper conduct toward such offi- 
cers or Judges, or persons serving under their orders, 
such improper language or conduct having reference to 
acts and things connected with the administration of 
the course, or of any race thereon, shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding $500, or by suspension or expulsion. 

RULE 154. If any owner, trainer, rider, driver or at- 
tendant of a horse, or any other person, at any time or 
Place, shall commit an assault, or an assault and bat- 
tery, upon any rider or driver who shall ride or drive 
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in a race by order of the Judges, or shall threaten to 
do bodily injury to any such substitute rider or driver, 
or shall address to such rider or driver language out- 
rageously insulting, for or on account of his services as - 
aforesaid, such person so offending shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding $1,000, or by suspension or expulsion. 


LOUD SHOUTING AND MISCONDUCT. 


RULE 155. Loud shouting or other improper conduct 
is forbidden during the pendency of a heat, and shall 
be punished by a fine not to exceed $100, or by suspen- 
sicn. 

RULE 156. Any misconduct during or in respect to a 
race, fraudulent in its nature or injurious to the char- 
acter of the turf, although not specified in these Rules, 
is forbidden, and is punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$100, suspension or expulsion. 

In any case where an oath is administered by author- 
ity of these Rules if the party knowingly swears falsely 
he shall be expelled. 

RULE 157. Should a driver publicly state that he 
purposely lost a heat or race, he shall be fined, suspend- 
ed or expelled; should an owner state that he gave or- 
ders to the driver of his horse not to win a heat or race, 
he shall be expelled on proof before the proper tribunal. 


FINES. 


RULE 158. All persons who shall have been fined un- 
der these Rules, unless they pay the fines in full on 
the day when imposed or when demanded, shall be sus- 
pended until they are so paid or deposited with the 
American Trotting Association; and, if there shall be 
due, or shall thereafter become due, to such person from 
any member any sum whatever, so much thereof as is 
necessary to pay said fine shall be deducted, or if the 
amount shall be less, the same be applied on account 
thereof. All fines and other penalties imposed by the 
Judges shall be announced from the stand and recorded 
in the Judges’ Book. 

RULE 159. All fines which shall be paid: to the Asso- 
ciation or proprietor on whose grounds they were im- 
posed shall by them be reported and paid, within two 
weeks after the meeting, to the American Trotting As- 
sociation. 
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RULE 160. Any fine imposed by the National Trotting 
Association or its members shall, after due notice, be 
recognized and enforced the same as like fines imposed 
by the American Trotting Association or its members. 
All collections of such fines shall be promptly paid to 
said National Trotting Association. 


NO COMPROMISE OF PENALTIES BY JUDGES OR 
MEMBERS. 


RULE 161. In no case shall there be any compromise 
or change on the part of the Judges or member in the 
manner of punishment prescribed in the Rules, but the 
same shall be strictly enforced; but a member may ac- 
cept compromise settlements of its suspensions for en- 
trance fees, and the penalties in such cases shall be re- 
duced in proportion. 

SUSPENSIONS AND EXPULSIONS. 


RULE 162. No horse shall have the right to compete 
while owned or’ controlled wholly or in part by a sus- 
pended, expelled or disqualified person... An entry made 
by or for a person or of a horse suspended, expelled or 
disqualified shall be held liable for the entrance fee thus 
contracted without the right to compete unless the pen- 
alty is removed or the claim involved therewith is pro- 
vided for in accordance with the Rules and Regulations. 
A suspended or disqualified person who shall ride or 
drive, or a suspended or disqualified horse which shall 
perform in a race on the grounds of a member while 
the suspension or disqualification remains in force and 
unprovided for, shall be fined not less than $50, nor 
more than $100, for each offense. 

RULE 163. If no limit is fixed in an order of suspen- 
sion and none is defined in the Rule applicable to the 
case, the penalty shall be considered as limited to the 
season in which the order was issued. 

RULE 164. Whenever the penalty of suspension is pre- 
scribed in these Rules, it shall be construed to mean 
an unconditional exclusion and disqualification from any 
participation, either directly or indirectly, in the privi- 
leges and uses of the course and grounds of a member 
during the progress of a race meeting. 

RULE 165. Whenever the penalty of expulsion is pre- 
scribed in these Rules, it shall be construed to mean 


/ 
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unconditional exclusion and disqualification from any 
participation, either directly or indirectly, in the priv- 
ileges and uses of the course and grounds of a member. 


RULE 166. All persens and horses under expulsion for 
fraud by reputable trotting and running associations in 
this and foreign countries conducting races under estab- 
lished rules, and such persons and horses as shall here- 
after be so expelled, shall stand expelled by the Ameri- 
can Trotting Association. But the Board of Appeals 
may at any time, for good cause shown, remove or 
modify any such expulsion in so far as it affects this 
Association, and pending such action the President may 


RULE 167. Any member wilfully allowing the use of 
its track by an expelled man or horse, or who permits 
a suspended or disqualified man to ride or drive, or a 
Suspended or disqualified horse to perform in a race, 
after notice from the Secretary of the American Trotting 
Association, shall, together with its President, Secretary 
and other officers, be subject to a fine not exceeding 
$500 for each offense, or suspension or expulsion. 


RULE 168. No stable, which has in its employ in any 
capacity an expelled, suspended or disqualified person 
shali, after notice to its owner or his authorized agent, 
from the Secretary of the American Trotting Associa- 
tion, be eligible to compete in races on the grounds of 
members, exceot in cases where a limited penalty is 
imposed by the judges during the progress of a meet- 
ing against a man working under a written contract; 
but nothing in this exception shall be construed so as 
to permit a suspended person to drive, ride, train. or 
assist on the grounds of a member during the progress 
of a meeting. 


RULE 169. An expelled, suspended or disqualified pey- 
son cannot act as an officer or a member. A member 
shall not, after notice from the Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Trotting Association, employ or retain in its em- 
ploy an expelled, suspended or disqualified person. Any 
person found violating this Rule shall be fined a sum 
not to exceed $500. 


RULE 170. Whenever either of these penalties has 
been imposed on any person or horse on the grounds of 
a member, written or printed notice thereof shall im- 
mediately be forwarded to the Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Trotting Association, giving the name and residence 
of the person, and the color, sex and name of the horse, 
and stating the offense, and the character of punish- 
ment, when said Secretary shall transmit the informa- 
tion to the other members; and thereupon the offender 
thus punished shall suffer the same penalty and disqual- 
ification with each and every member. When such no- 
tices of suspension relate to unpaid entrance dues, the 
notice shall be accompanied by the original entry and 
the envelope bearing the postmark, if sent by mail. 


RULE 171. All fines and suspensions imposed for non- 


payment of entrance dues shall cease and become void 
by limitation at the expiration of six years.» 
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RIGHT OF APPEAL. 
/ (See Chapter VIII, By-Laws.) 
RULE 172. Members shall not remove or modify any 


fine imposed by the Judges of a race, or review any 
order of expulsion. 


RULE 173. All decisions and rulings of the Judges of 
any race, and of the several Associations and proprietors 


‘belonging to the American Trotting Association, may 


be appealed to the Board of Appeals, or Board of Stew- 
ards of a regularly organized circuit, and shall be sub- 
ject to review by the Board appealed to, upon facts and 
questions involving the proper interpretation and -appli- 
cation of these Rules, provided, that parties ton he affact- 
ed thereby shall be notified, as the Board shall direct, 
of a time and place when such appeal will be acted on; 
and provided further, if the appeal relate to the de- 
cision of a race. immediate notice shall have been given 
to the Judges of the race of the intention to so appeal; 
findings of a Board of Stewards shall be Subject to the 
Board of Appeals. as far as relates to points involving 
these Rules. The appellant shall also deposit $5 for 
account of expenses incurred by this Association in con- 
nection with the same. 


RULH 174. Any person who shall appeal from any 
order suspending him or his horse for non-payment of 
entrance money, or a fine, may deposit the amount 
claimed with this Association, who shall thereupon issue 
a certificate or notice, through its Secretary, reinstating 
or relieving the party and his horse from such penalty, 
subject to the final action of the Board of Appeals; and 
any person who shall make deposit, under this Rule, 
or under protest, shull file with the Secretary of this 
Association, within thirty days of date of deposit, or if 
deposit is made with a member, before the close of the . 
meeting, a sworn statement of the grounds of appeal 
or protest, in the absence of which the protest or appeal 
shall be regarded as and become void, and the deposit 
may be administered as a payment applicable to the 
claim involved. 


RULE 175. In any case of deposit with any member 
of this Association for account of any claim of another 
member, or on account of any claim of which notice 
has been furnished from the office of this Association, . 
the deposit shall be forwarded within two weeks after 
the close of the meeting, to the office of this Associa- 
tion, to be placed in the Trust Fund, pending appropri- 
ate action thereon; and it shall be the duty of the mem- 
ber receiving any such deposit to notify the Secretary 
of this Association of the same by telegraph when pos- 
sible, otherwise. by mail, within forty-eight hours from 
the receipt of the deposit; such deposit shall immedi- 
ately relieve the suspended person and horse from said 
suspension. The officer receiving said deposit shall give 
therefor a duplicate receipt, one of which the depositor 
shall send by mail to the Secretary of this Association, 
and the other shall, upon presentation to any other 


/ 
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member, ke conclusive evidence that the suspension 
mentioned therein has been removed. If the said mem- 
ber fails to forward such deposit to the American Trot- 
ting Association, as required herein, the said member, 
the President, Secretary, and all of its officers, shall be 
suspended until the amount is accounted for, together 
with a penalty of 25 per cent thereon. 


RULE 176. In case of appeal to the American Trotting 
Association, where the disposition of money or _ other 
prize is concerned, and which is not otherwise specifi- 
cally defined by these Rules, such money or prize must 
be deposited with this Association pending the decision 
of the Board of Appeals. 


RULE 177. An application for removal of expulsion 
imposed for starting a horse out of its class or under 
change of name or both, shall not be docketed for a 
hearing , by the Board of Appeals until all the unlawful 
winnings are returned for redistribution and recording 
fee for change of name paid. 


REHEARINGS. 


RULE 178. All applications for rehearing of any ques- 
tion or matter decided by the Board of Appeals must be 
‘made to the President upon a verified petition, showing 
good grounds therefor, within twenty days after the no- 
tice of such decision shall be mailed to parties apply- 
ing for such re-argument, by the Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Trotting Association, and the President may grant 
said application upon such terms as he may deem just 
cr refuse the same. 


AGE OF HORSE—HOW RECKONED. 


RULE 179. The age of a horse shall be reckoned 
from the first day of January of the year of foaling. 


COLTS AND FILLIES—EQUALLY ELIGIBLE TO 
ENTER. 


RULE 180. All colts and fillies shall be eligible alike 
.to all premiums and stakes for animals of their age, 
unless specially excluded by the conditions imposed; 
but shall not be eligible to stakes or premiums given 
for animals of a greater age, unless specially provided 
for in the published conditions. 


GREEN HORSE. 


RULE 181. <A green horse is one that has never trot- 
ted or paced for premiums or money or against time, 
either double or single. 


RACES MADE AND “NO HOUR NAMED.” 


RULE 182. All races shall be started at two o’clock 
p. m. from the. Ist day of April to the 15th day of 
September, and after that date at one o’clock p. m. 
until the season closes, unless otherwise provided for. 
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RACE MADE TO “GO AS THEY PLEASE.’ 


RULE 183. When a race is made to ‘go as_ they 
please,’’ it shall be construed that the performance shall 
be in harness, to wagon or under the saddle; but after 
the race is commenced no change shall be made in the 
mode of going, and the race shall be deemed to have 
commenced when the horses appear on the track. 


RACE MADE TO GO “IN HARNESS.” 


RULE 184. When a race is made to go “in harness,’ 
it shall be construed to mean that the performance shall 
be to a sulky. 


HORSES SOLD WITH ENGAGEMENTS. 


RULE 185. The seller of a horse shall have the right 
to pay up and close his engagements, according to rule, 
unless they are assumed by the buyer, as herein. pro- 


vided. 


RULE 186. When a horse is sold with his engage- 
ments, either at public or private sale, all penalties 
growing out of said engagements shall attach to the 
horse, and to the purchaser, as well as the original 
nominator; provided, that written notice, signed by both 
parties, be furnished the Secretaries of all Associations 
with which the horse has ‘engagements, ordering trans- 
fer of same to the purchaser, and giving his name in 
full, with his postoffice address. 


RULE 187. No horse sold or bargained for, condition- 
ally or otherwise after 7 p. m. on the day preceding an 
engagement is eligible to compete. Any person violating 
this Rule shall be fined, suspended or expelled. 


STAKE. 


RULE 188. A stake is a race open to all complying 
with the published conditions, for which the prize is the 
total amount of mone contributed by the nominators, 
all of which belorgs to the winner or winners, unless 
otherwise provided in the published conditions. 


GUARANTEED STAKE. 


RULE 189. Is the same as a stake (see Rule 188), 
with a guarantee by the party opening it, that the sum 
shall not be less than the amount named, but does not 
entitle the giver to any excess, unless otherwise stipu- 
lated in the published conditions. 


CIRCUIT AND BOARD OF STEWARDS. 


RULE 190. A regularly organized circuit shall be com- 
posed of not less than five associated tracks in member- 
ship with the American or National Trotting Associa- 
tions. It may annually recommend for appointment a 
number of persons from which five shall be appointed 
(three of which shall constitute a quorum) by the Board 
of Appeals or President pending’ the action of the Board 
of Appeals, to constitute a Board of Stewards whose 
powers and duties are defined in Rule 173. 
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SUSPENDED MEMBERS. 


RULE 191. The American Trotting Association shall 
not collect suspensions for members that default in the 
payment of their purses or stakes, and the President, 
Secretary and other officers of such member, upon con- 
viction thereof by the Board of Appeals, shall be fined, 
suspended or expelled, and the President of the Amer- 
ican Trotting Association is authorized to act pending 
the action of the Board of Appeals. In such cases the 
suspensions of such derelict associations shall be. col- 
lected by the American Trotting Association and applied 
pro rata to the payment of the said unpaid purses and 
stakes, provided a duly verified claim for such unpaid 
premiums is filed with the Secretary of the American 
Trotting Association within thirty (30) days of the close 
of the meeting. No suspended member or members 
which have failed to pay premiums shall have author- 
ity to collect or cancel a suspension without the con- 
sent of the President of the American Trotting Asso- 
ciation or Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeals 
shall have the power to suspend officers of associations 
which fail to pay their dues. 


. RULE 192. The Secretary of this Association shall 
furnish to the Secretary of the American Trotting Reg- 
ister Association a certified copy of the summaries of 
all races and performances against time, and of all the 
races occurring on the tracks of members as soon as 
possible after the receipt by him of said summaries, at 
the cost for zopying same.

BETTING RULES. 


10 GOVERN BETS ON TROTTING AND PACING RACKS, 


' These rules are not established by the American Trotting Asso 
ciation, but are merely published for the tr 
formation of the public. 


No. 1. All pools and bets must follow the main 
stakes, purse, or other prize, as awarded by the decis. 
ion of the Judges, except in cases where the horse that 
comes in first is found to be disqualified, or the bets are 
declared off for fraud or collusion. 


No. 2. If the race is postponed, it shall not affect 
the pools or bets that may have becn mace on it. They 
shall stand until the race comes off, unless the contrary 
shall be agreed on between the parties betting: Pro- 
vided, the race takes place within five days of the time 
first named; after which time all bets and pools are 
drawn, unless made play or pay. 


No. 38. When any change is made in the conditions 
of a race, all pools and bets made previous to the 
announcement of the change shall be null and void. 


No. 4. When a bet is made on one horse against the 
field, he must start or the bet is off, and the ficld is 
what starts against him; but there is no field unless one 
starts against him. 

No. 5. Inthe poolsand betting, the pool stands good 
for all the horses that start in the race; but for those 
horses that do not start the money must be returned to 
the purchaser. 


No. 6, In races made play or pay, outside bets are 
nct play or pay unless so made by the parties. 


\ 
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No. 7. All bets are void on the decease of either 
party, but in case a horse should die, play or pay bets 
made on him stand. 

No. 8. Ifa bct is made on any number of straight 
heats, and there is a dead heat made, the heats are not 
straight, and the party betting on straight heats loses. 

No. 9. If in any case the Jud7cs declare a heat null 
and void, it docs not affect the bets as in case of a dead 
heat as to winning in straight heats, © 

No10. When a race is coming off, and a party bets 
that a heat will be mads in two minutes and thirty sec- 
ons (2.30), and they make two thirty (2.30) or less, he 
would win. If he bets they will beat two minutes and 
thirty seconds (2.30), and they make exactly two thirty 
(2.80), he loses; but if he takes two minutes and thirty 
seconds (2.30) against the field, and they make exactly 
«wo thirty (2.30), it is a tie or draw bet. All time bets 
to be decided accordingly. 

No. 11. In adouble event—where there is no action 
on the first race in order, in consequence of forfeit or 
other cause, the bet is off; but when there is an action 
on the bet, and the party betting on the double event 
shall have won the first, the bet shall then stand as a 
play or pay bet for the second event. 

No. 12. If a bet should be made during the contest 
of a heat that a named horse will win that heat, and he 

makes a dead heat, the bet is drawn, but if, after the 
horses have passed the score, a party bets that a certain 
Zamed horse has won the heat, and the Judges declare 
it a dead heat, the backer of the named horse loses. 
No. 13. In races between two or more horses of a 
single dash at any distance, which resultin a dead heat, 
itis a draw between the horscs making the dead heat, 
‘ and bets between them are off; and if it is sweepstakes, 
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the money of the beaten horses isto be divided between 
the horses making the dead heat. 

No. 14. When a beuor undertakes to place the 
horses in a race, he must give a specified place, as first, 
second, third, and soon. The word “last” shall not be 
construed to mean ‘‘fourth and distanced,” if four 
start, but ‘‘fourth” only, and soon.

No. 15. Horses shall be placed in a race and bets 
decided as they are placed in the official record of the 
day: Provided, that where a horse comes in first, and it 
is afterwards found that he was disqualified for fraud, 
the bets on him shall be null and void, but pool-sellers 
and stakeholders shall not be held responsible for 
moneys paid by them under the decision of the Judges 
of the race. 

No. 16. Bets made during a heat are not determined 
unti! the conclusion of the race, if the heat is not men- 
tioned at the time. 

No. 17. Either of the bettors may demand stakes to 
be made, and, on refusal, dcclare the bet to be void. 

No. 18. Outside bets cannot be declared off on the 
course unless that place was named for staking the 
money, and then it must be done by filing such declara- 
tion in writing with the Judges, who shall] read it from 
_ the stand before the race commences, 

No. 19. Bets agrecd to be paid or received, or bets 
agreed to be made or put up elsewhere than at the place 
of the race, or any other specified place, cannot be 
declared off on the course. 

| No. 20. Bets on horses disqualificd and not allowed 
- to start are void, unless the bets are play or pay. 

— No2i. <A bet cannot be transferred without the con- 
sent of parties to it, except in pools, 
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No. 22. When a bet is made on a horse’s time, it 
shall be decided by the time made in a public race, he 
going single and carrying his proper weignt. 

No. 23. When a horse makes time on a short track, 
it shall not constitute a record for the decision of bets. 


No. 24. Horses that are distanced or drawn at the 
conclusion of a heat, are beaten in the race by those 
that start afterward. A horse that is distanced in a 
heat is beaten by one drawn at the termination of the 
same heat. 


No. 25. When a man lays odds and intends to take 
the field against a single horse, he must say so, and the 
other party will choose his horse. When a man under- 
takes to name the winner, whether he bets odds or takes 
odds, he must name some one horse. 


No. 26, All bets relate to the purse, stake or match, 
if nothing to the contrary is specified at the time of 
making the bet. 

No. 27. Parties wishing all the horses to start for a 
bet, must so name it at the time the bet is made. 

No. 28. When the Judge declares a heat null and 
void, all bets on that heat shall stand for decision on 
the next heat. 

No. 29. All pools and bets shall be governed and 
decided by these rules, unless a stipulation to the con- 
trary shall be agreed upon by the parties betting. 

No. 80. Should any contingencies occur not pro- 
vided for by these rules, the Judges of the day shall 
decide them. 

No. 81. When a horse which has not been sold in 


the pools wins the race, the best horse in the pools wins 
the money. 


RAGING RULES. 


The following Racing Rules are not binding on 
members of the American Trotting Association, un- 
less adopted by them either in whole or in part, but 
are published for their information and convenience, 
Members can govern their running races by any 
rules or regulations which they may adopt or ad- 
vertise. These rules are recommended, being prac- 
tically those governing the tracks of the Western 
Jockey Club and generally in use by Western and 
Southern Racing Associations.

DEFINITIONS. 


1. HORSE

_. 2. The AGE of a horse is reckoned as 
beginning on the ist of January in the year 
in which it is foaled. 

3. A MAIDEN is a horse which has 
never, in any country, won a-race on the 
flat other than a match. or private sweep- 
stakes, and a maiden which has been dis- 
qualified after having finished first, is still a 
maiden. 

4. A RACE includes purse, sweepstakes, 
private sweepstakes and match. 

5. A PURSE is a race for which the en- 
trance money, if any, must be paid, and 
every other condition complied with at the 
time of closing, or if a handicap, at the time 
of accepting weight. 

6. A SWEEPSTAKES or STAKES is a 
race declared open to all complying with its 
conditions, to be fulfilled, wholly or in part, 
subsequent to its closing, or if a handicap; 
subsequent to the acceptance of weight, and 
in which stakes are to be made for each 
horse engaged, but no -over-night event, 
whatever may be its conditions, shall be con- 
sidered a sweepstakes. 

7. A PRIVATE SWEEPSTAKHS is made 
by the owners of the horses engaged without 
having been declared open to others. 

8. A MATCH is a private sweepstakes 
between two horses. If either party to a 
match dies or a dead heat is run, the match

10. A HANDICAP is a race for which the 
weights to be carried by the horses entered 
are adjusted by the handicapper for the pur- 
pose of equalizing their chances for win- 
ning. 

11. A FREE HANDICAP is a race in 
which no liability is incurred for entrance 
money, stake or forfeit, until acceptance of 
the weight either directly or through omis- 
sion to declare out. 

12. An OWNER’S HANDICAP is a race 
for which the weight to be carried by each 
horse is fixed by its owner. 

13. A POST RACE is a race for which at 
the usual time for declaring to start, the 
subscribers name the horse or horses they 
intend to run, without limitation of choice 
other than the rules of racing and the con- 
ditions of the race prescribe. 

14. A SELLING RACE is a race in which 
each horse running ‘‘to be sold,” if a loser, 
may be claimed, and if the winner, must be 
offered for sale by auction. 

15. A PRODUCE RACE is a race run by 
the produce of horses named at the time of 
entry. 

16. A GUARANTEED RACH is a race for 
which an association guarantees by its con- 
ditions a specified sum. 

17. A RACE ON THE FLAT is a race 
run over a course in which no jumps or 
other obstacles are placed. 

18. A WALK-OVER is when two horses 
in entirely different interests do not run for 
a sweepstakes. 

19. PLACE in a race means first, second 
or third. 

20. WEIGHT FOR AGE is the standard 
weight apportioned by these rules to horses 
according to their ages. 

21. WELTER-WEIGHT is 28 lbs. added 
to weight for age. 

22. HEAVY WELTER-WEIGHT is 40 
Ibs. added to weight for age. 


23. A DAY means twenty-four hours, 
ending at midnight. 

24. A MONTH means a calendar month. 

25. A YEAR means a calendar year. 

26. OWNER includes part owner or 
lessee, but an interest in the winnings only 
of a horse shall not constitute ownership.

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41. If in a guaranteed race, there should 
be a surplus from uhe entries and subscriptions 
over the sum guaranteed, such surplus shall be 
paid to the winner, unless by the conditions it 
is paid to other horses in the race. 


42. In case of fire or accident, or for 
other reasons, after due public notice, all 
races may be declared off, or run. over. 
another course. If declared off, all sub- 
scriptions and declaration money paid, must 
be refunded. 


43. Entrance money for a race shall not 
be returned on the death of a horse or its 
failure to start for any cause. If for any 
reason a closed race be not run, stake, for- 
feit, declaration and entrance money paid 
shall be returned. 


44. The owner of a horse which is pre- 
vented from starting for a purse because of 
failure to pay the jockey fee, or arrears 
against him or the horse, shall be liable for 
the declaration fee. 


45. No race or heat shall be run when 
because of darkness the horses cannot plain- 
ly be seen by the judges, but it shall be 
postponed to the next race day. 


46. No one interested in the result of a 
race, because of ownership of a starter or of 
its sire or dam, or otherwise, shall act as 
judge, starter or official therein. 


47. A horse after it has left the pad- 
dock for the post cannot be excused by rea- 
son of accident or casualty, nor can addi- 
tional time at the post be granted. The 
judges, however, may excuse and grant ad- 
ditional time if a horse is injured in the 
paddock or while warming up. 


48. <A horse must be run and ridden out 
to win second and third the same as first 
money, and failure to do so shall subject the 
rider to punishment.

28. A NOMINATOR is a person in whose 
name a horse is entered for a race. 

29. A horse is a STARTER for a race 


when it has left the paddock for the post. 


30. ARREARS include all sums due for 
entrance money, subscriptions, stakes, for- 
feits, fees, fines, purchase money in races 


with selling conditions, and all defaults inci- 
dent to these rules. 

31. The FORFEIT LIST is a record of 
arrears issued under the authority of a rac- 
ing association or a combination of racing 
associations. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


These rules shall go into operation and be 
effective on March 1, 1905. 

Every person subscribing to a sweep- 
Stakes, entering a horse, or in any way par- 
ticipating in racing under these rules, there- 
by obligates himself to accept as final the 
decisions of the racing officials, upon all 
questions relating thereto. 

33. The conditions of a race shall not 
supersede the racing rules when they con- 
flict, except as to weights. 

34. Owners or their representatives shall 
be responsible for the weights their horses 
carry. . 

35. Conditions relating to maidens shall 
mean maidens at the time of starting, unless 
otherwise specified. 

36. No dash race for horses three years 
old and upward of a distance less than 
three-quarters of a mile shall be given; ex- 
cept during meetings held before June ist, or 
after October 1st, two such races of a less 
distance may be given on the same day. . 

37. No money shall be added to a race 
exclusively for two-year-olds carrying 118 
lbs. at a distance greater than one mile. 

38. A walkover entitles a horse to only 
one-half the added money. 

39. Winners or losers of steeplechases or 
hurdle races shall not be considered win- 
ners or losers on the flat, and vice versa. 

A race run by all the starters over 
an incorrect course is void, and shall be run 
over after an interval of not less than twenty 
minutes.

53. A horse or a stable whose entry is 
refused for inconsistent racing, or other 
cause, shall not be permitted to race on any 
track where these rules apply. 

54. A person seeking to injure, defame or 
bring into disrepute by threats, intimida- 
tion, menace or otherwise, the associations, 
the racing or race meetings of associations 
racing under the jurisdiction of the American 
Trotting Association shall be disqualified. 

55. An owner, trainer, jockey or horse 
participating in any way in racing under 
injunction proceedings, or an owner, trainer 
or jockey attempting to nullify by legal 
process the rulings of officials in cases of 
fraud, shall be debarred from all privileges. 

56. The Secretary of the American Trot- 
ting Association shall keep a record of per- 
sons and horses disqualified. 


57. An appeal to the American Trotting 
Association may be taken from the decision 
of a judicial or executive officer of an asso- 
ciation, except as ‘to the placing of horses at. 
the finish and when there is no question of 
fraud, ineligibility, or underweight. Notice 
of such appeal must be given to the secretary 
of the association within five days after pub- 
lication of the decision and thereafter no 
appeal shall be allowed unless with the writ- 
ten consent of the official or association from 
whose decision the appeal is made. 

58. When the last day for doing anything 
under these rules falls on Sunday it may be 
done on the following Monday, unless a race 
to which such act relates is appointed for 
that day, in which case it must be done on 
the preceding Saturday. 

These rules take no cognizance of 
bets or betting. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF STARTERS. 


60. Every horse qualified to start for a 
purse must be a starter unless it be declared 
out. 

61. A horse shall not be a starter for a 
sweepstakes unless announced as such to the 
clerk of the scales not less than forty-five 
minutes before the time appointed for the race.

63. A horse shall not be qualified to run 
for a race unless it has been and continues 
duly entered for the same. Unless otherwise 
specified in the conditions or disqualified for 
violation of the rules of racing; a horse eligi- 
ble at the time of entry shall continue to be 
qualified, except in an overnight event, in 
which it must also be eligible at the time of 
starting. 

64. In entering a horse, it must be iden- 
tified by stating its age, name (if any), color 
(when possible), whether a horse, mare or 
gelding, the names of its sire and dam, and, 
if required, such further pedigree or descrip- 
tion as will distinguish the horse entered 
from all other horses. If its dam was cov- 
ered by more than one stallion, the names or 
description of all must be given. 

65. No alteration shall be made in an 


entry after the time fixed for closing, but a ~ 


palpable error in an entry may be cor- 
rected. 

66. No entry, subscription, or transfer of 
right of entry under a subscription, shall 
become void on the death of a nominator or 
subscriber. 

67. Entrance money for a purse must be 
paid at the time of entry, except for a free 
handicap purse, when it must be paid at the 
time of accepting weight. 

68. Every entry for a race must be in 
the name of one or more persons having 
ownership in the horse, and must be made in 
writing by the owner, or a person having 
authority from the owner; but the full name 
of every person having ownership in a 
horse, or, excepting the trainer’s per cent, an 
interest in its winnings, must be registered 
with the secretary of the association before 
its entry is made, as must be every change 
in ownership or interest thereafter made 
during the same meeting. Failure to com- 
ply with this rule shall be punished by fine 


or suspension, and if an objection because of. 
such default is sustained against a horse that 


has run in a race, its winnings in that race

71. Entries for purse races, the condi- 
tions of which have previously been pub- 
lished, shall close at the time advertised in 
such publication, and no entry shall be re- 
ceived after that time. 

72. In purse races five or more horses in 
entirely different interests must enter and 
start, or the race may be declared off. 

73. In the absence of notice to the con- 
trary, entries and declarations for sweep- 
stakes closing during or on the eye of a 
race meeting, close at the office of the sec- 
retary, at the course. 


74. When an hour for closing. is desig- 
nated, entries and declarations for sweep- 
stakes can not be made afterward. If the 
hour is not designated, they may be mailed 
or telegraphed up to midnight of the day 
of closing, provided they are received in 
time for compliance with every other con-- 
dition of the race. If loss or delay is al- 
leged, satisfactory proof of the mailing or 
telegraphing must be presented within rea- 
sonable time, or the entry or declaration shall 
not be received. 


75. In a produce race the produce is en- 
tered by specifying the dam and sire or 
sires. If the produce of a mare is foaled 
before the 1st of January, or if there is a 
dead or more than one foal or no produce, 
the entry of such mare is void. 


76. An entry for a sweepstakes is a sub- 
scription and can not be withdrawn, but be- 
fore the time of closing another horse may 
be substituted. 

77. A subscriber to a sweepstakes before 
the time fixed for naming can transfer the 
right of entry under one or more of his 
subscriptions.

DECLARATIONS, 


78. The declaration of a horse out of a 
race is irrevocable. 

79. No horse shall be considered as de- 
clared out of a sweepstakes until the owner 
or his authorized agent shall have given no- 
tice in writing to the secretary of the asso- 
ciation, who shall record the day and hour 
of its receipt, and give early publicity there- 
to. Notification of death of a horse shall 
be equivalent to a declaration. 

80. A declaration out of a purse race 
must be made by the owner, or a person 
having authority from the owner, to the sec- 
retary not later than the time fixed by the 
regulations of the course. 

81. When an owner having more than 
one horse entered for a purse race other 
than a handicap, declares one out, he there- 
by declares all out. 

82. Declarations out of purse races must 
be accompanied by five per cent of the value 
of the race, except that in purse races with 
more than eight entries, owners may de- 
clare out to eight free of charge, the free 
declarations to be determined by lot. 

83. Declaration fees in purse races shall 
be paid sixty per cent to second and forty 
per cent to third horse. 

84. The nominator of and every person 
having at the time of nomination owner- 
ship in a horse, is liable for the entrance 
money, stake or forfeit. If the nominator 
transfers an entry or right of entry to an- 
other person, he and the transferees shall 
both be liable, but when the original nomi- 
nator shall pay such entrance, stake or for- 
feit, he shall be entitled to a forfeit order 
against the transferee, except that in prod- 
uce races, the nominator shall be released 
from further liability by filing prior to a 
time therein fixed an accepted transfer of 
the entry accompanied with all forfeits to 
date of such declaration. 

85. The death of a horse does not release 
the subscriber or transferee from liability 
for stake or forfeit.

In no case shall a jockey pass the scales 
more than 5 lbs. overweight. 

88. No horse shall be disqualified because 
of overweight carried in a race. 


89. Overweight or change of weight from 
that given on the offical program shall be 
publicly posted. 


WEIGHING OUT. 


90. The jockey for each starter in a race 
shall weigh at the appointed time and 
place, or his horse may be declared out. 

91. No persons shall be admitted to the 
weighing room except jockeys, valets, of- 
ficials and employes of the course. 

92. No jockey, except when riding for his 
contract employer, shall be weighed out un- 
less the fee for a losing mount in that race 
has been deposited with the clerk of the 
scales, who shall keep the accounts and pay 
to the jockeys the money collected, unless he 
has notice to the contrary, less 2 per cent 
for collection. 

93. Failure to deposit this fee for each 
jockey engaged shall declare a horse out of. 
the race. 

94. Jockeys must weigh out and in, with- 
out whip or bridle. A bridle used in races 
shall not exceed 2 lbs. nor a whip one pound 
in amar

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95. If a horse runs with hood, martin- 
gale, breastplate, muzzle or blinkers, they 
must be weighed with the jockey. 


FROM POST TO FINISH. 


96. The position of the horses in start- 
ing shall be determined by lot by the racing 
officials. 

97. A horse in the hands. of the starter 
shall receive no further care from its attend- 
ants, except when the starter grants delay 
in case of accident and permits the riders 
to dismount. 

98. The horse must be started by the 
jockey, but with the sanction of the starter 
it may be led to its position. The jockey 
shall not dismount, except to remedy inse- 
cure equipment. 

99. No person other thas the rider shall 
strike a horse or attempt by shouting or 
otherwise to assist it in starting, nor shall 
any person stand on the track to point out 
a path for the rider, under penalty of exclu- 
sion from the course for either offense. 

100. If a horse leaves the course, it must 
return and run the course from the place 
at which it left it. 

101. If a rider falls, another person of 
sufficient weight may ride:the horse to the 
finish from the place where the rider fell 
within five minutes from the time of the fall. 

102. <A leading horse is entitled to any 
part of the course, but if it swerve or is 
ridden to either side so as to impede another, 
it is a cross. 

103. A horse which crosses or jostles an- 
other so as to impede it, shall be disqualified, 
whether the cross or jostle was the result 
of the willful or careless riding of the jockey, 
or the swerving of the horse, unless the 
judges decide that the cross or jostle was the 
fault of some other horse or jockey, or tha’ 
the impeded horse or its jéckey was in fault. 

104. A horse may be disqualified if its 


' jockey strikes another horse or jockey, and 


shall be disqualified if it is ridden either 
willfully or carelessly so as to injure another 
horse. 

105. The judges shall take cognizance of 
violations of this rule without complaint, 
which can be made only by the owner, trainer 
or jockey of the horse alleged to be affected 
and must be made immediately after the 
jockeys have passed the scales, 
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106. When e& horse is disqualified under 
this rule, every horse in the race belonging 
wholly or partly to the same owner is also 
disqualified. 

107. A jockey whose horse has been 
disqualified under this rule or who strikes 
another jockey or horse, or unnecessarily 
causes his horse to shorten its stride with a 
view to complaint, or an owner, trainer or 
jockey who complains frivolously that his 
horse was crossed or jostled may be fined or 
suspended. 


WEIGHING IN. 


108. Every jockey must, immediately 
after a race, ride to the place of weighing, 
dismount after obtaining permission from the 
judges and be weighed by the clerk of the 
scales; provided that if a jockey cannot ride 
to the place of weighing by reason of acci- 
dent or illness, by which he or his horse is 
disabled, he may walk or be carried to the 
scales, or may be excused from weighing. 

109. No person shall assist a jockey in 
taking equipment off his horse, except by 
permission of the judges. 

110. No person shall throw any covering 
over a horse at the place of dismounting 
until its equipment shall have been removed. 

111. <A horse should bring in its weight 
out, and if short of it by 2 lbs. or more it 
shall be disqualified. 


112. 
self to be weighed in, or does not bring in 
the proper weight, or is guilty of careless 
practice with respect to weight or weigh- 
ing; or, 

A jockey who dismounts before obtain- 
ing permission, or touches (except accident- 
ally) another person or thing other than his 
own equipment before weighing in, shall be 
fined or suspended, unless he satisfies the 
judges that he was justified by extraordinary 
circumstances. 


POWERS OF STARTER. 


113. The starter shall take all measures 


necessary to secure a fair start, and may 


order the horses to line up at any reason- 

able distance behind the starting post. , 
114. The starter may place vicious or 

unruly horses where they cannot injure oth- 


A jockey who does not present him- | 
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ers, but he shall not delay the start on ac- 
count of a bad actor. 

115. In case of accident to a rider or 
equipment, the starter may grant a delay 
not exceeding fifteen minutes, which, in ex- 
treme cases, may be extended by the judges. 

116. The starter shall have authority 
to fine or suspend a jockey for disobedience 
of his orders, or for attempting to take an 
unfair advantage, but such suspension shall 
not take effect until the jockey has ridden 
all engagements previously made for the 
day next succeeding, and shall not extend 
beyond ten days without the approval of the 
judges. Such suspension of a jockey while 
riding a horse not owned or trained by his 
contract employer shall only prevent him 
from riding outside mounts and shall not pre- 
vent him from riding for the person or 
stable having him so employed; but should 
the offense occur while riding his contract 
employer’s horse, he may be suspended from 
riding altogether. 

117. The judges may notify or remit sus- 
pensions imposed by the starter, but fines 
imposed by him must be collected. 

118. The starter shall report fines, sus- 
pensions and other punishments to the sec- 
retary of the course in writing. 

119. With the sanction of the officers of 
an association the starter may appoint his 
assistants, and neither he nor his assistants 
shall strike a jockey or horse or use abusive 
language. For violation of this rule the 
judges may impose a fine. 

120. Horses shall be started with a ma- 
chine or flag, or both, and there shall be no 
start until and no recall after the starter has 
dropped his flag, and if a machine be used, 
until after the starter has released the bar- 
rier. 


HEAT RACES, 


121. No person shall start more than one 
horse of which he is wholly or partly the 
owner in a race of heats. 


122. All horses whose heads have not 
reached the distance post as the leading 
horses reaches the winning post shall be 
distanced; but as proof of the fact the dis- 
tance judge must have dropped his flag in 
answer to the judges’ flag. 


Position in 
heat races. 
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in deciding 
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123. The winner of a heat shall, at the 
next start, take the inside position, and the 
others shall take their positions to the right, 
in the order in which they finished in the 
previous heat. 

124. <A distance shall be: 

In heats of three-quarters of 
twenty-five yards. 

In heats of one mile, thirty yards. 

In heats of two miles, fifty yards. 

In heats of three miles, sixty yards. 

In heats of four miles, seventy yards. 


a mile, 


125. In a deciding heat there shall be no 
distance. 
126. The time between heats shall be: 


In heats of three-quarters of a mile and 
of one mile, twenty minutes. 

In heats of two miles, twenty-five min- 
utes. 

In heats of three miles thirty-five min- 
utes. 

In heats of four miles, forty minutes. 

127. Ina race of heats, a horse that ac- 
tually wins two heats, or distances the field, 
wins the race. A horse running in two con- 
Secutive heats, without winning or running 
a dead heat can not again start in the race. 
A dead heat is a heat against every horse in 
the race except those making it, and in their 
favor to the extent only of allowing them to 
start in the next heat or heats, unless the 
race is decided or they are distanced therein. 

128. If one horse distances the field in 
a heat race, entrance and declaration fees 
shall go with the purse. 

129. When a race is won by two heats, 
the preference of horses is determined by 
the places they get in the second heat. If 
more than two heats are run, only the horses 
starting for the deciding heat shall be placed. 


130. Horses started and drawn before a 
race of heats is won are held to be dis- 
tanced. 

131. Horses shall be placed in the race in 


the positions in which they are placed by 
the judges in the deciding heat. 

132. A horse not placed in a deciding 
heat can have no place in the race, and no 
portion of the purse or prize. 

133. Disqualification in a deciding heat 
shall not prevent a horse from having a 
Place in the race. 
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DEAD HEATS., 


134. In races not of heats, unless it be 
a deciding heat, a dead heat for first place 
shall be run otf at an interval of not less 
than twenty minutes, unless the race ad- 
mits of division and the owners agree to 
divide. f 

135. If all horses making the dead heat 
but one are withdrawn, that one shall take 
first money only, but those withdrawn shall 


also be considered winners as if they had 
divided. 
136. If the horses running the dead heat 


be two years old, the dead heat shall not 
be run off, and the owners shall divide. 
137. The other horses shall be deemed 
to have been beaten, but they shall be en- 
titled to their places (if any) as if the 


race had been finally determined the first 


time. 

138. If a dead heat be run by two or 
more horses for second or a lower place in 
a race the owners shall divide, subject to 
rules applying to objections when an objec- 
tion is made to the winner. 

139. When owners divide, they shall di- 
vide equally all moneys and other prizes 
which either of them could take if the 
dead heat were run off; and if for an 
indivisible prize, they shall draw lots, but 
they cannot divide in a race of heats, 
except for a deciding heat or in a race 
where division would conflict with its con- 
ditions. 

140. Horses running a dead heat for a 
race (if the heat is not run off), or for a 
Place, shall be deemed winners of such 
race or place and such horse shall be liable 
to any penalty or disability accruing for the 
full amount it would have won had there 
been no dgad heat. 

141. If in running off a dead heat 
either horse should be disqualified, the 
judges shall decide whether the disqualifi- 
cation shall extend to the. loss of second or 
other place. 


142. In running off a dead heat the rules 
as to declaration of overweight, weighing 
out and weighing in shall apply, but the 
horses shall carry the same weights and 
the same jockeys shall ride as in the dead 
heat. 
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148. In selling races, when owners agree 
to divide, the horses making the dead heat, 
if entered to be sold, shall be sold separ- 
ately by auction, and a surplus over the 
entered selling price shall be divided 
equally between the third horse and the 
association. All horses running the dead 
heat shail be considered winners of the . 
race, and the entered selling price for each 
horse shall be increased by the difference 
between the amount the horse actually earns 
and the value of the race that an outright 
winner would have earned. 

144. When the owners of horses making 
a dead heat do not agree to divide, they 
shall not be required to run it off, but first 
money shall be awarded to the owner who 
insists upon running, and to the other re- 
fusing shall be given second money. All 
horses running the dead heat shall be con- 
sidered winners of the race, and ‘the sale 
of those entered to be sold shall be governed 
by the terms of the preceding rule. 

145. If one of the horses running a dead 
heat be entered not to be sold, the other 
Shall be sold by auction, and a _ surplus 
shall be divided equally between the third 
horse and the association. 


OBJECTIONS. 


146. Every objection must be made by 
the owner, trainer or jockey of a horse en- 
gaged in the race, or by the officials of the 
course, to one of the judges of the race, or 
to the secretary of the association. 

147. Every objection must be put in writ- 
ing and signed. 

148. An objection cannot be withdrawn 
without permission of the officers of the 
association. 


149. Every objection, unless otherwise 
provided, must be made before the conclu- 
sion of the meeting in which the race is run, 


and shall be determined by the judges of 
that race. 
150. An objection to a horse on _ the 


ground that it has not run the proper course 
or because of other matters occurring in the 
race (except as otherwise provided) must 
be made before the result is Officially an- 
nounced.

RACING RULES. 


151. An objection on the ground of mis- 
statement, error or omission in the entry 
under which a horse has run, or that the 
horse which ran was not the horse, or of 
the age it was represented to-be at the. 
time of entry, may be received within 


. twelve months after the race. 


152. If an objection to a horse placed in 
a race be declared valid, the horse shall be 
regarded as distanced in a race or heats, 
and as last. in other races, and the horses 
finishing behind it shall take their places 
accordingly. 

153. When a dead heat is run for sec- 
ond place and an objection is made to the 
winner of the race, if the objection be de- 
clared valid in time for the dead heat to 
be run off on the day of the race, the 
judges may direct it to be run off accord- 
ingly; otherwise the horses which ran a 
dead heat shall divide equally and draw 
lots for an indivisible prize, and each horse 
dividing shall be liable to the penalties at- 
taching to a winner. 

154. If by reason of an objection to a 
horse, first or lower place is awarded to 
another horse, the latter’s owner can re- 
cover the money for such place from the 
owner who wrongfully received it, and in 
case of default, shall be entitled to a for- 
feit order. 

155. Pending the determination of an ob- 
jection, all moneys or prizes affected there- 
by shall be withheld until the .objection is 
determined, and if a forfeit is payable to 
the horse or owner objected to, it shall be 
paid to the secretary, and held for the 
person determined to be entitled to it. 

156. Pending the determination of an ob- 
jection against the winner of a race, both it 
and the horse which finished second shall 
be liable to any penalty attaching to the 
winner until the objection is decided. 


157. All expenses incurred in determining 
an objection shall be paid by the persons ~ 
involved in such proportion as the judges 
shall direct. 


OBJECTIONS IN SELLING RACES. 


Subject to the rules governing general objections, the 
following shall apply to selling races: 
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158. If an objection made after a horse 
has been sold by auction be declared valid, 
the purchaser has the option of returning 
the horse or retaining it at the selling 
price. If money be returnable by reason 
of the exercise of such option, it shall be 
repaid by the person who received it, and 
in case of default, the creditor shall be 
given a forfeit order for the amount. 

159. If an objection be made before a 
horse has been offered by auction, the time 
for delivering, but not for selling, shall be 
postponed until the judges determine the 
objection, and if the objection be declared 
valid, the purchaser shall have the same 
option as in the previous rule. 

160. If an objection be declared valid be- 
fore the close of the day’s racing, the horse 
given first place, if entered to be sold, shall 
then be sold by auction, and a surplus from 
this sale and from previous sales of the 
horse objected to, shall be regarded as 
surplus from the sale of the winner, and 
be divided atcordingly. Liability to be sold 
shall, in all cases, end with the day of the 
race. 


SELLING RACES. 


161. Every horse running to be sold in 
a selling race shall, if a winner, be sold 
by auction immediately after the race, and 
one-half the surplus over the entered sell- 
ing price shall go to the second horse and 
the other half to the association; if a loser, 
it may be claimed for the selling price, 
plus the value of the stakes or purse, by the 
owners of horses running in the race, or 
for such owners by their authorized agents. 

162. If sold, the horse shall not be taken 
sale until permission be 
given by the secretary; and if the horse 
be not paid for, or the secretary be not 
satisfied with the security, he may order the 
horse offered for sale a second time, and 
the purchaser at the first sale shall be 
responsible for a deficiency arising from 
the second sale. 


163. Engagements of a horse bought or 
claimed in a selling race pass with the 
horse to the purchaser or claimant. 


164. Every claim must be in writing and 
filed with the clerk of the scales within 
fifteen minutes after the result of the race 
is announced. The owner of the third horse 
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shall have first claim. If more than one 
of the other owners claim the same horse, 
they shall cast lots in the presence of the 
judges. No owner can claim his own horse 
nor more than one horse. The judges may 
require an owner to make affidavit that he 
is claiming a horse for his own acccunt. 

165. In a selling purse not more than 
one horse in the same interest or under con- 
trol of the same trainer can start. If two 
or more should be entered, the first one re- 
corded from the entry box, shall be eligible 
to start. ‘ 

166. The price of a horse sold or claimed 
must be paid to the clerk of the scales, 
who shall give an order for the delivery of 
the horse. 

167. If the price be not paid within fif- 
teen minutes after the sale or claim has been 
decided, the purchaser or claimant shall 
forfeit his right to the horse, and shall 
be fined, suspended or ruled off, but the 
owner may insist that the horse shall be 
taken and paid for by the purchaser or 
claimant, who, if he fails or refuses to do 
so, shall be regarded as a defaulter for 
the amount. 

168. If a person refuses to deliver a 
horse bought or claimed in a selling race, he 
and the horse shall be ruled off. 

169. A person offering or entering into 
an agreement to bid or not to bid, or at- 
tempting to prevent another from bidding 
on the winner or claiming a horse in a 
selling race, or attempting by intimidation 
to prevent a person from running a horse 
in a race for which it is entered, or de- 
manding a portion of the surplus from 
owners of horses entitled to it, or owners , 
running horses in a selling race who make 
an agreement for the protection of each 
othker’s horses, shall be suspended or ruled 


off. 

170. A person entering or running a 
horse or allowing a horse to be entered or 
run in a selling race while a claim is held 
against such horse, either as a bill of 
sale, chattel mortgage, lien of any nature 
by any one without making the fact known 
at the time of entry, and a person claim- 
ing title or ownership of a horse after it 


‘has run in the name of another person hav- 


ing peaceable and undisputed possession of 
same, shall be fined, suspended or ruled off. 
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171. In selling sweepstakes starters with 
their selling prices must be named through 
the entry box and the starting fee for each 
horse so named must be paid. Not more 
than two horses in the same interest can 
start. If an entry run first and second 
the winner shall be sold, and the surplus 
divided between the association and third 
horse. 

172. A boy who has of his own free will 
and with the consent of his parents or 
guardian, bound himself as apprentice to 
an owner or trainer for a term of not less | 
than three years, by a written instrument, 
shall be permitted to claim a five-pound 
allowance in all selling races, except sell- 
ing handicaps for one year (or 365 days) 
after winning his first race in any country. 

173. Allowance under this rule must be 
claimed at the time of entry, and the owner 
shall not be permitted to waive such al- 
lowance except by consent of the judges. 


SALES, FORFEITS AND TRANSFERS. 
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174. When a horse is sold with all or 
part of its engagements, the seller can not 
strike it out of such engagements, and re- 
mains liable for the forfeits; but he shall, 
if compelled to pay them, be entitled to a 
forfeit order against the purchaser. 

175. In sale by private treaty, written 
acknowledgment of seller and buyer that a 
horse was sold with the engagement is 


‘necessary to prove the fact, and if certain 


engagements be specified, it shall be under- 
stood that. those only are sold with the 


horse. 
176. When a horse is sold by public 
auction, the advertised conditions of the 


sale are sufficient evidence, and if certain 
engagements be specified, it shall be under- 
stood that those only are sold with the 
horse. ‘ : 

177. When a horse is sold without en- 
gagement, the seller may grant or refuse 
the right to start for it, and if the horse 
does not start a forfeit order shall be is- 
sued against the seller. 

178. When a person entitled by pur- 
chase or otherwise to start for an engage- 
ment a horse originally entered by another 
person, is prevented by these rules from 
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starting without paying forfeits or defaults 
for that horse to which he would not other- 


‘wise be liable, he may, if he pays such 


forfeits or defaults start the horse, and 


shall be entitled to a forfeit order an ac-. 


count of that horse against the person from 
whom he was compelled to pay. 

179. A horse transferred with engage- 
ments shall not be permitted to start for a 
stakes, unless the transfer of the horse and 
its engagements shall be exhibited, when 
vane pink to the secretary of the associa- 
ion. 

180. If a person transfer a horse or en- 
gagement for the purpose of avoiding pay- 
ment of forfeit or disqualification, he and 
the transferee may be fined or ruled off, 


WINNINGS. 


181. Winnings shall include all prizes 
up to the time appointed for the start, and 
shall apply to all races in any country, and 
embrace walking over or receiving forfeit, 
but not second or third money or the value 
of any prize not of money or not paid in 
money. 

182. Winnings during the year shall be 
reckoned from the first of January of that 
year. 

183. Winner of a certain sum shall mean 
winner of a_ single race of that value, 
unless otherwise expressed in the conditions. 

184. In estimating the value of a sweep- 
stakes, the winner’s own stake shall be Ge- 
ducted from the amount it won, but en- 
trance money to a purse shall not be de- 
ducted. 

185. In estimating the value of a series 
of races in which an extra sum of money is 
won by winning two or more of the series, 
the extra sum shall be estimated in the 
last race by which it was finally won. 


PENALTIES AND ALLOWANCES. 


Not cumula- 
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186. Penalties and allowances are not 
cumulative, unless so declared by the con- 
ditions of the race, and shall take effect at 
the time of starting, except that in over- 
night events a horse shall have only the 
allowance-to which it was entitled at the 
time of entry. 
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187. Penalties are obligatory. 


188. Allowances are optional as to all or 
any part thereof, and in over-night events 
must be claimed at the time of entry. 


189. Allowance and extra weight in races 
on the flat shall not be allowed or incurred 
in respect to matches, private sweepstakes, 
steeplechases or hurdle races. 


190. When winners of selling races are 
exempted from penalties, only such horses 
as have run therein to be sold shall be 
entitled to the exemption. 

191. Allowances to the produce of un- 
tried horses shall be claimed before the 
expiration of the time for naming, and shall 
not be lost by winning after that time. 


OMISSIONS. 


192. Weights omitted in the conditions 
of a match or private sweepstakes shall be 
the weights specified in the scale of weights. 

193. When the distance is omitted it shall 
be as follows: 

If two years old, six furlongs. 

If three years old, one mile. 

If four years old, one mile and a half. 

If five years old or upward, two miles. 

If the horses be of different ages, the 
distance shall be fixed by the age of the 
youngest. 

194. If a meeting be specified but no 
day mentioned for a race, it shall be run 
on any day in that meeting the association 
appoints; if neither day nor meeting be 
mentioned, it shall be run during a meet- 
ing in progress, or during the next meet- 
ing should the race be made between meet- 
ings—in either case on the day the associa- 
tion appoints. ; 


ENGAGEMENT OF EMPLOYES. 


195. Owners and_ trainers employing 
riders, grooms and attendants shall make 
contracts in writing, signed and witnessed, 
whenever the time covered by a contract ex- 
ceeds thirty days. 

196. A person enticing or attempting to 
entice from an employer, a rider, groom or 
attendant. who is under contract, may be 
fined or ruled off. - 
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157. No contract, the provisions of which 
give an employer any interest whatever in 
the earnings of a jockey, shall be bind- 
ing, and a license shall not be granted to 
a jockey bound by such contract. An em- 
ployer or jockey misrepresenting the terms 
of a contract may be fined, suspended or 
ruled off. 

198. In the absence of a written agree- 
ment, the engagement of a jockey, groom or 
attendant shall terminate with the last day 
of each month. If a jockey, groom or at- 
tendant be prevented from riding or per- 
forming service by suspension for fraudu- 
lent practice or other misconduct, a person 
who has retained or employed him may 
cancel the contract or retainer. If an owner 
or trainer be prevented from racing or train- 
ing by suspension for fraudulent practice or 
other misconduct, the rider, groom or at- 
tendant may cancel the contract. 

199. When an owner or trainer dis- 
charges a rider, groom or attendant, he shall 
give him a written statement, setting forth 
the reason for discharge. Refusing to do 
so, he shall be fined or suspended. A rider 
or employe prevented by this rule from ob- 
taining or retaining employment shall have 
the right of appeal to the judges, who may 
authorize an engagement. 

* 200. An owner or trainer who shall em- 
ploy a rider for the purpose of preventing 
him from riding for others in the same 
race, may be fined, suspended or ruled off. 

201. A jockey who rides, or agrees to 
ride a race without the consent of his con- 
tract employer may be fined or suspended 
by the judges. 

202. A jockey who refuses to fulfill an 
engagement for a certain race or for a 
specified time shall be fined or suspended. 

203. The jockey fee in a race worth less 
than $500 to the winning horse, shall be 
$5 for a losing and $15 for a winning 
mount; and in other races, in the absence 
of a special agreement, $10 for a losing 
and $25 for a winning mount. 

If an owner or trainer engage two or 
more jockeys for the same mount he shall 
pay the losing fee for each jockey engaged 
who does not ride in the race. 

204. A jockey who refuses 
the fees here provided, shall, 
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plaint being sustained, be fined, suspended 
or ruled off 

205. The license of a jockey who bets on 
a race except through the owner of and on 
a horse which he rides shall be revoked. 

206. A jockey who owns, wholly or part- 
ly, a race horse in training, shall not be 
permitted to ride any horse other than his 
own. 


CORRUPT PRACTICES. * 


207. If the judges decide that a race was 
ridden corruptly, or that a jockey was in- 
structed or induced so to ride, all per- 
sons guilty of complicity in the offense shall 
be ruled off. : 

208. If a person corruptly give or offer 
money, share in a bet, or other benefit to 
a jockey or a person having official duties 
in relation to a race; or, 

If a jockey or a person having official 
duties in relation to a race corruptly ac- 
cept or offer to accept money, share in a 
bet, or other benefit; or, 

209. If a person wilfully enter or start, 
or cause to be entered or started, a horse 
which he knows to be disqualified; or, 


210. If a person fraudulently offer or re- 
ceive money for declaring an entry out of a 
race; or, 


211. If a person without making it 
known to the officials is part owner or acts 
as trainer of a horse in which a jockey pos- 
sesses an interest, or makes a bet with or 
on behalf of a jockey, unless on a _ horse 
he is riding; or offers or makes, except 
through his contract employer or the owner 
or trainer of the horse ridden, a jockey a 
present, money or other reward in connec- 
tion with his riding; or, 

If a person be guilty of other corrupt 
or fraudulent practices on the turf; then 

A person so offending shall be ruled off. 

212. When a person is ruled off or dis- 
qualified, every horse wholly or partly owned 
by him shall be ruled off or disqualified, 
and so long as his sentence continues, he 
shall not be permitted, whether acting as 
agent or otherwise, to subscribe for, enter 
or race a horse in either his own name or 
that of another person, and no horse of 
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which he is wholly or partly the owner, or 
which is under his care, management, train- 
ing or superintendence, or in the winnings 
of which he has an interest, shall be per- 
mitted to race. An entry received from a 
person, or of a horse ruled off or disqualified 
shall be void; money paid for such entry 
shall be refunded, and money or prize won 
under such entry shall be returned by the 
person who received it. 

213. <A person ruled off for fraudulent 
practice in relation to a certain horse, owned 
wholly or partly by him, shall return all 


money or prizes which such horse has 
fraudulently won. 
214. Touts, when known, shall be de- 


barred from all privileges. 

215. If a person draw or sell a_ horse 
(if by the sale the horse be drawn) during 
the pendency of a race of heats, without 
permission of the judges, he shall be ruled 
off. 

216. A horse shall not start in a race 
shod with pads, bar plates or training shoes 
without permission of the judges. When 
such permission is given, a fac-simile of 
the shoes used shall be deposited with the 
secretary and no change thereafter shall 
be made without permission. For viola- 
tion of this rule, the offender and the horse 
may be ruled off. 

217. No injection of drugs shall be made, 
no drench of anything shall be administered, 
and no electrical, mechanical or other ap- 
pliances other than whip and _ spur shall 
be used for the purpose of stimulating a 
horse or effecting its speed. A person so 
offending shall be ruled off. 


REGULATIONS OF THE COURSE. 


General

218. The officers shall have power to 
postpone races, and to fine, suspend, rule 
off or expel, at their discretion, any person 
for misbehavior, or for violation of these 
rules, or of any regulations they may es- 
tablish not inconsistent therewith, and to. 
suspend or exclude from the stands and 
grounds improper and objectionable charac- 
ters, and persons who have been ruled off 
for corrupt practices on the turf in any 
eountry; so long as the sentences against 
such persons remain in force.

RACING RULES, 117 


219. The officers shall have the power to 
call upon a nominator for proof that the 
horse entered is not the property, wholly or 
partly, of a person who is disqualified, or 
for proof of the extent of his interest in 
the horse, and in default of such proof be- 
ing given may declare the horse out. 

220. The officers shall have power to 
warn persons off any premises occupied by 
the association, and to enforce such rulings 
by proper orders. 

221. When the rules do not specify a 
penalty for violation of the racing rules, 
or of the regulations of the course, the of- 
ficers or judges shall have power to fine, 
suspend, expel or rule off. 

If a case occur which is not, or which 
is alleged not to be provided for by these 
rules, it shall be determined by them in 
such manner as they think just and con- 
formable to the usage of the turf. 

222. When the horses are ordered to the 
starting post, and until the judges direct 
the gates to be re-opened, all persons, ex- 
cept racing officials, shall be excluded from 
the course.. 

223. An owner, trainer, jockey, attendant 
or other person who uses improper language 
to the racing officials, or is guilty of using 
profane or indecent language or carrying 
or exhibiting a deadly weapon or of dis- 
turbing the peace, shall be fined, suspended 
or ruled off. 

224. Craps and other gambling games 
are forbidden about the stables and grounds 
of associations governed by these rules, and 
a person so offending may be suspended or 
ruled off. 


POWERS OF JUDGES. 


225. The judge or judges shall decide 
which horse wins, and determine all ques- 
tions which can be decided within a reason- 
able time after the finish, and shall then as- 
sign places to as many horses as may be 
necessary, except when in running heats, 
they shall place all the horses, subject to 
objections they have not decided. When 
the judges differ, a majority shall govern. 

226. The judges shall have power upon 
or without objection being made, to con- 
duct an inquiry as to the age of a horse 
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entered for, or which has run a race, and 
to withhold money the horse or its owner 
may have earned until a decision is ren- 
dered. 

227. The judges must take notice of cor- 
rupt riding and other questionable transac- 
tions on the turf. Complaints thereof may 
be made by any person, who must sub- 
stantiate his charge, or be liable to be fined, 
suspended or ruled off. 

228. The judges shall have the right to 
put upon a horse a rider selected by them, 
and to place a horse in charge of a trainer 
they may select. 

229. <A person refusing to obey the orders 
of the judges may be fined, suspended or 
ruled. off. 

230. The functions of the judges cease 
when they determine the places of the horses 
in a race, subject to objections they have 
not decided, and thereafter the determina- 
tion of all matters affecting a race devolves 
upon the officers of the association. 

231. In a race of heats, the distance 
judge or judges shall occupy a stand at the 
proper distance, and at the termination of 
each heat report to the judges the horses 
that have been distanced. : 


THE SECRETARY. 


232. The secretary or his assistant shall 
attend the judges during each race; he shall 
discharge all the duties, expressed or im- 
plied, required by these rules, and report to 
the officers or the judges, all violations of 
the rules, or of the regulations of the course: 
he shall keep a complete record of all races, 
and shall receive all stakes, forfeits, en- 
trance money, arrears and fines, and pay 
over such collections to the persons entitled 
to receive them. 


STEEPLECHASES AND HURDLE RACES. 


The foregoing rules shall be applicable to steeplechases 
and hurdle races when not in conflict with the following:

1. No race shall be of less distance than 
one mile. t 
2. No horse shall carry less than 125 
lbs. nor more than 175 Ibs. 
3. A horse losing its jockey during a 
race may be remounted, or any _ person, 
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weighing not less than the weight to be car- 
ried by the horse, may mount and ride the 
horse to the finish. Such overweight shall 
not disqualify the horse. 

4, A dead heat shall not be run over, 
but the money shall be divided and each 
horse dividing shall be considered as a win- 
ner only of the amount received. 

5. The term winning horse, with refer- 
ence to liability to carry extra weight, or to 
be exeluded from a race, shall apply only to 
a winner of a race of the value of $200 and 
upward, not including the winner’s stake. 

6. In steeplechases there shall not be 
less than six jumps to each mile, and no 
jump shall be less than 3 feet 6 inches 
high, except a water jump. 

- In steeplechases there shall not be 
disqualified for having jumped a wing. 

8. If a horse be ridden intentionally to 
cross, jostle or in any way impede another 
horse, the judges shall disqualify the horse, 
and may fine or suspend or rule off either 
or both horse and jockey. 

9. A horse leaving the course shall im- 
mediately return to the place of leaving it, 
and from that point continue to the finish, 
or be disqualified. 

10. The course shall be staked, flagged, 
policed and patroled, and shall be kept clear 
of spectators. A person shouting to or in 
any way assisting a horse over a jump, shall 
be fined and suspended. 

11. No hurdle race shall be of less dis- 
tance than one mile, or over less than four 
flights of hurdles, and in races of greater 
distance there shall be an additional flight 
of hurdles in each quarter of a mile. 

12. No hurdle shall be less than 3 feet 3 
inches in height, and shall be topped with 
at least 12 inches of brush. 

13. Every hurdle shall rest upon its own 
bottom or supports, and shall not be nailed 
to the fence or pinned to the track to pre- 
vent falling, nor touched after being once 
thrown down. — 

14. When no course is mentioned, it shall 
be as follows: 

If three years old, one mile and a half. 

If four years old, two miles and a half. 

If five years old, three miles. 

If six years old or upward, four miles. 

If the horses be of different ages, the 
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course shall be fixed by the age of the young- 


15. Every horse running a dead heat for 
first place in a selling steeplechase or hurdle 


race shall be sold, but the price for which — 


each horse is entered shall be increased by 
the difference between the value of the purse 
or stakes actually won, and the value that 
would have gone to the winner if the race 
had been won outright by. one horse. 

16. No horse less than three years old 


shall run for a steeplechase or hurdle race. 


17. Jockeys shall make weights at least 
forty-five minutes before the time of the 
race, and no jockey shall carry to exceed 
3 Ibs. overweight, except by permission of 
the judges. A jockey violating this rule 
shall be fined not less than $25, nor more 
than $100, and may be suspended; but a 
horse shall not be disqualified for such 
overweight. 

18. A jockey, owner or trainer, accept- 
ing a ticket on a horse other than the one 
he rides, owns or trains, and the person giv- 
ing or offering such ticket shall be ruled 
off. 


19. The fee to a jockey in races of less 


value than $500 to the winning horse, shall ° 


be $10 for a losing and $25 for a winning 
mount, and in races of the value of $500 
or over to the wiuning horse, shall be $15 
for a losing and $35 for a winning mount. 

20. ‘Winners or losers of steeplechases 
shall not be considered winners or losers of 
hurdle races and vice versa.
